WHEREAS the Owner represents that he is the registered owner of those 
lands and premises in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim described in 
Schedule "A" attached hereto and hereafter called the Said Lands; 

AND WHEREAS the Owner has applied to the County of Oxford Land 

Division Committee for the approval of a consent(s) to sever with 

respect to the said lands that will create one new building lot along 
Mechanic Street, hereinafter called the new building lot; 

AND WHEREAS the County of Oxford Land Division Committee (Application 
Number B-41/94) has granted the severance(s) subject to conditions 
being fulfilled to the Township's satisfaction as per their decision 
dated May 5, 1994, a copy of which is attached hereto as Schedule B; 

AND WHEREAS the Township may enter into one or more agreements with an 
Owner as a condition to the granting of a severance in accordance with 
Section 53 of the Planning Act. 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of other 
good and valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars ($2.00) of 
lawful money of Canada, now paid by each of the parties hereto to each 
of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof is acknowledged), 
the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise and agree with each 
other as follows: 

1. GENERAL 

1.1 Deposit 

The Owner shall deposit the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) 
in the form of cash or certified cheque with the Township as soon 
as he wishes negotiations to attend to this agreement, the 
services and lot construction to commence. This deposit shall be 
used as a security for expenses of the Township. The Owner shall 
provide additional sums as necessary with the Township as the work 
continues and as accounts are paid, and if this security is drawn 
on, to ensure that a minimum deposit of One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000) is always on hand with the Township until this agreement 
is released. This deposit when released shall be payable to the 
owner of the new building lot created. The deposit may be reduced 
prior to being released in accordance with other sections of this 
agreement. 
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1.2 All work to conform to approved plans 

The Owner agrees to undertake all development and construction of 
all structures and services in accordance with the approved plans 
required by, and in accordance with the sections of, this 
agreement. All approved plans are to be initialled by the Township 
Engineer. 

1.3 Owner to notify lot purchaser of his obligations 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligations of 

construction re the new building lot in accordance with the 

approved plans. The Owner agrees to provide free of charge to the 

lot purchaser a copy of this agreement as registered, a copy of 
the approved plans, a notice that this agreement is registered 

against the lot acquired, and a written notice that the lot 

purchaser is required to comply with all applicable sections of 
this agreement. 

1.4 Owner to employ Engineer for design 

The Owner shall employ a competent engineer registered by the 

Professional Engineers of Ontario to design the grading and 

drainage on the lot, the driveway work and the boulevard work 
required. 

The Owner may retain the Township Engineer to undertake the above 

or he may retain another qualified Professional Engineer in which 

case the Township Engineer shall review all plans, specifications, 
work, etc. of this Engineer. 

1-5 Other Work 

If at any time during the construction for the new building lot it 

should become evident that other work is necessary to provide 

adequately any of the required services, the Owner shall 

construct, install or perform such additional works at the request 
of the Township. 

1.6 Liability 

Until the Council of the Township shall have accepted all the work 
with respect to the new building lot, as evidenced by the 
Engineer's Certificate of Lot Grading of Section 17, the Owner

The Owner agrees to pay the costs of any report required by the 
Township pursuant to the Drainage Act to provide maintenance 
schedules as outlined in Section 21, Special Provisions. 
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2.3 Advising Lot Purchaser of Obligations Relating to the Drainage 
Act 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of its obligations 
with respect to any existing or future Engineer's Reports 
pursuant to the Drainage Act. The Owner and lot purchaser 
acknowledge that if drainage problems should result a future 
drain may be required and that assessments of cost may be made to 



them if the drain proceeds. 



3. OTHER DRAINAGE MATTERS 

3.1 Grading of Lot (To Provide Proper Drainaget 

The Owner agrees to grade the new building lot as shown on the 
approved plans, and/or to notify the lot purchaser of his/her 
obligations in implementing, or permitting by others in case of 
default, the grading on the lot as per the approved plans. 

3.2 Environmental Protection on the Building Lots 

Features if and as required by Schedule C shall be constructed to 

control siltation/sedimentation. Features on the roads shall be 

constructed by the Township or Owner and features on the lot 

shall be constructed either by the Owner or Lot Purchaser as 
noted on the approved plans. 

3.3 Private Drain Connections 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation to 
construct any private drain connections, backwater valves and or 
sump pumps as outlined in Schedule "C" hereto. 

4. DRIVEWAYS 

4.1 General 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation to 
construct a driveway from the travelled portion of the 
Road to the front line of the lot. The driveway shall initially 
consist of granular and shall ultimately be finished using a hard 
surfacing material, either asphalt, concrete or paving blocks. 

4.2 Timing 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation 

not to construct the hard surface of the driveway until the 

sidewalk, if required, is constructed by the Township and until 
the lot grading and house construction is completed. 

4.3 Permits 

The Owner shall advise each lot purchaser that it is his 
responsibility to obtain any required permit for driveway 
construction from the affected road authority. 

4.4 Specifications 

The driveway shall be constructed in accordance with the 
requirements of Schedule C. 

5. HYDRO. TELEPHONE. GAS. TV CABLE SERVICES 

5.1 General 

The Township will arrange for the main lines of these services 
within the road allowances if such do not exist but if such are 
in the community and are possible to be extended. Connections 
from the main lines of the services into the lot will be the 
responsibility of the lot purchaser. 

5.2 Connection Charg es 

If any connection charges are required by the applicable 
Commission or Authority such sums are to be included in the 
payment for construction work made by the Owner to the Township.

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6.0 STREET LIGHTING 

6.1 Paying into Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $100.00 to the Township which 

sum shall be deposited in the Township's Reserve Account for 

Street Lighting. This sum shall be payable prior to the stamping 
of the deed. 

6.2 Level of Service 

The Township agrees to ensure that street lighting exists in the 
area of the lot comparable in appearance, spacing, location and 
intensity to existing lighting in the area except as provided 
differently by the Special Provisions. 

7.0 SIDEWALKS 

7.1 Paying into Sidewalk Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $500 to the Township, which 
sum is to be deposited into the Township's Reserve Account for 
Sidewalk Extensions, Improvements and Maintenance. This sum 
shall be payable prior to the deed being stamped. 



PARKLAND FEES 

The Owner agrees to pay a sum of Seven Hundred Dollars ($700) as 
a deposit for cash in lieu of parklands which sum is to be placed 
into the Township's Reserve Account for Parks and Recreation. 
This sum shall be payable prior to the stamping of the deed. 



RESPONSIBILITY FOR DAMAGE TO EXISTING ROADS 

The Township may hold the Owner or lot purchaser liable for any 

damages to the existing roads that occurs as a result of 

construction pursuant to this agreement. For purposes of this 

section, the road shall consist of the surface, any base, any 

curb, any utility, any sign and any other works in the 

boulevards. 



10. BOULEVARDS 

Upon completion of all work on the lot and in the road 
allowances, to a degree as required by the Township, the affected 
boulevard areas shall be regraded, topsoiled and sodded. Seeding 
will be permissible in lieu of sodding if set out in the Special 
Provisions. Erosion control and existing aesthetics will be 

considerations in requiring sod rather than seed. The Special 
Provisions and Schedule C may provide details of the work 
required by the lot purchaser in the boulevards. 

U. WATER SUPPLY 

a) Connection Charges 

The Owner shall pay the connection charge required by the 
County and/or Township to join to the municipal system at the 
street line at the time that the value of the connection 
charges are known.

Prior to backfilling any house connection to a sewage line, 
the Owner shall ensure, or shall ensure the lot purchaser is 
aware that he is to ensure, the connection is inspected and 
that a reference to fixed points has been made. 

13. CONSTRUCTION ON THE LOT 

13.1 Work to be in Accordance with Approved Plans 

All work on any new building lot created must be in accordance 
with the approved plans as defined in Section 1.2. 

13.2 Lot Purchaser's Obligation to Prepare Site Plan 

The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise the lot purchaser of its 
obligation to prepare a site plan showing how the approved plans 
will be implemented on the lot. The site plan shall provide that 
the driveway and house shall generally be in the same locations 
as shown on the overall grading plan. The site plan shall show 
top of foundation wall elevations. The site plan shall be 

prepared by someone customarily involved and experienced in such 
work. The Township Engineer may be retained to prepare the Site 
Plan or shall approve it if prepared by anyone else. The lot 
purchaser is responsible for implementing the site plan once 
approved. 

13.3 A pproval of Site Plan Prior to Issuance of Building Permits 

The site plan required by Section 13.2 hereabove shall be 
prepared or approved by the Township Engineer prior to the 
issuance of a building permit. 

13.4 Deposits. Certificates of Lot Grading 

These matters shall be attended to in accordance with Section 17 
hereto. 

13.5 Timing 

Acceptable lot grading must be in place on the lot within one 
year of occupancy of the dwelling on the lot. 

13.6 Changes 

All work on the lot is to be in accordance with the approved plan 

and in accordance with the site plans to be prepared for each 

property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing. 

13.7 Ultimate Responsibility 

All security monies provided by the Owner or the lot purchaser 
pursuant to Sections 1 . 1 and 17. 1 will only be released when 
satisfactory lot grading and construction on, and boulevard work 
for, exists re the new building lot. The Owner shall notify the 
lot purchaser that the Township will have the right to enter onto 
the lot and to complete satisfactory lot grading if necessary. 
When satisfactory lot grading, construction and boulevard work 
including a driveway exists on or by the new building lot, these 
securities will be released to the current owner of the building 
lot. 
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14. TOWNSHIP'S LEGAL AND ENGINEERING SERVICES 

14.1 Review of Plans. Assistance in Finalizing the Consent Agreement 

The Township Solicitor and Engineer may be directed by the 
Township to assist in the preparation and/or approval of plans 
and specifications, to participate in any reviews, meetings, 
negotiations and/or servicings to finalize this Consent Agreement 
and to participate in, review and/or approve any construction. 

14.2 Inspection of Construction by Township Engineer 

Where directed by the Township, the Township Engineer shall 
inspect the installation and construction of the works (public 
services and work on the lot) from time to time. If the Township 
Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or construction 
is being done in accordance with the approved plans or in 
accordance with good engineering practice, he shall advise the 
Owner and/or the affected lot purchaser, plus the Township. The 
Township may deem that the work, if being done by others, is not 
proceeding in a proper manner and may stop the work and require 
that another Contractor be placed on the job to complete such and 
the costs involved shall be paid by the Owner and/or lot 
purchaser forthwith upon demand by the Township. 

14.3 Township Legal and Engineer's Costs 

The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township for all 
reasonable engineering and legal costs incurred by the said 
Township for the preparation and supervision and enforcement of 
this agreement and any plans or specifications required by it, if 
in excess of any deposit, such payment to be made within 30 days 
of the delivery of demand from the Township to the Owner. The 
cost payable by the Owner hereunder shall not include any costs 
payable by any lot purchaser under Section 17 hereof. All 

outstanding accounts of the Township, at the time, shall be paid 
prior to the stamping of the deed and prior to the execution of 
the agreement. 

14.4 Township Engineer's Involvement with Lot Grading and Driveway 
Review on Behalf of the Lot Purchaser 

These services of the Township Engineer will be separate from the 
above and are covered in Section 17 hereto. 



15. MATTERS TO BE ATTENDED TO PRIOR TO STAMPING OF THE DEED 
Prior to the Township's stamping of the deed for the new building 
lot created, the Owner shall if applicable: 

1. Have completed the approved plans as required by Section 1.2. 

2. Have filed a deposit or paid for a new maintenance schedule 
in accordance with Section 2. 

3. Have paid the sum for street lighting as required by Section 
6. 

4. Have paid the sum for sidewalks as required by Section 7. 

5. Have paid the sum for parkland fees as required by Section 8. 

6. Have paid any water connection charges as required by Section 
11. 

7. Have paid any sewer connection charges as required by Section 
12. 

8. Have paid all outstanding accounts of the Township, including 
those required by Section 14.3. 

9. Have made arrangements satisfactory to the Township to have 
this agreement registered against the new building lot as 
required by Section 19. 

10. Have provided any easements or blocks as required by Section 
20. 

1 1 . Have executed this agreement with the Township. 
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16. BUILDING PERMITS 

16.1 Building Permit Format 

Prior to applying for a building permit, the site plan as 
required by Section 13.2 must be approved. A building permit 
format shall be used whereby the Owner shall not receive 
permission to frame until the foundation has been certified. The 
Owner shall have the completed foundation reviewed and certified 
by an Ontario Land Surveyor or a Professional Engineer and shall 
show such certification to the Township. 

16.2 Development Charg es 

All development charges as applicable at the time must be paid 
prior to the issuance of a building permit. 

16.3 Other Matters to be Attended to Prior to Issuance of a Building 
Permit 

a) Provide security deposit for lot grading and driveway 
construction. 

b) All fees, deposits, etc. required for Township's existing and 
future costs must be attended to. 

c) Obtain the entrance permit from the applicable authority. 

17. SECURITY DEPOSITS FOR LOT GRADING AND DRIVEWAYS 

17.1 Amount of Security 

To ensure that the Owner, lot purchaser or his successor 
constructs acceptable lot grading, boulevard and driveway work, 
the Township will require a security of $2,500, cash or certified 
cheque, prior to issuance of a building permit. This deposit 
shall be returned, as also specified below, to the lot owner at 
the time, without interest and less the costs of the Township 
Engineer's involvement with site plans, site reviews and any 
foundation certification works, and upon the Township Engineer's 
certification of lot grading and driveway construction and shall 
only be returned if any damages to existing services such as the 
Roads are attended to and if all other matters required by this 
agreement are attended to. 

17.2 Owner of Security 

The security deposit shall be deemed to be that of the current 

owner of the lot regardless of who filed the deposit. Any work 

required will be deemed to be the responsibility of the current 
lot owner. 

17.3 Security to be Drawn on if Default 

If there is any default in attending to repair of damages, to 

construction of driveways, to finishing of boulevards or to work 

on the lot, the Township, to the extent necessary, may use any 
part of or all of the deposit to attend to such. 

17.4 Township Engineer's Costs 

Based on a one time review of the site plan, a one time review of 
the foundation certificate and a one time review of lot grading 
and driveway work, the estimated cost of the Township Engineer 
will be $250.00, If the Township Engineer prepares the site plan 
and does the survey work for the foundation elevation checking, 
an additional estimated cost of $250 per lot will be involved. 
Multiple trips or revisions to plans may increase these fees.

17.5 Release of Security 

The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall be as 
follows: Firstly, $1,500 is to be released upon completion of 
acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway construction 
exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to any damages to 
that point being repaired and less the Engineer's initial costs. 
Secondly the balance, $1,000, is to be released upon completion 
of the driveway and boulevard work adjacent to the driveway and 
subject to repairs being made and less the final Engineering 
costs. Completion certificates will be issued at each release of 
funds. 

17.6 Completion of Lot Grading 

All lot grading and boulevard work is to be attended to within 
one (1) year of occupancy of the lot. If the work is not attended 
to by this time the Township may itself enter upon the lot and 
complete the lot grading at the expense of the security deposit. 

18. DEFAULT 

In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have 
against the Owner or Lot Purchaser, who for purposes of this 
section are both referred to as the "Owner", for breach of this 
Agreement, the Township, at its option and after first notifying 
the Owner, may: 

a) Enter onto the lands and complete any work in respect of 
which there has been default and collect the cost of doing so 
from the Owner; 

b) Make any payment which ought to have been made by the Owner 
and collect the amount thereof from the Owner; 

c) Do any other thing required of the Owner by this agreement 
and collect the cost of so doing from the Owner;

19. REGISTRATION OF THIS AGREEMENT 

19. 1 The Owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this 
agreement in the appropriate Registry or Land Titles Office. 

19.2 It is understood and agreed that after this Agreement has been 
registered or deposited on title it shall not be released by the 
Township until all terms and conditions of the agreement have 
been complied with to the Township's satisfaction. At such time, 
the Township, upon request, shall issue a Certificate of 
Compliance certifying compliance with this Agreement to the time 
of the Certificate.

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $250 for a new report pursuant 
to Section 65 of the Drainage Act to reapportion assessments for 
maintenance of the Cowan Drain. This sum shall be payable prior 
to stamping of the deed. 

21.2 Boulevard Work Required 

The boulevard areas shall be restored with topsoil and sod to the 
Township's satisfaction. 

22. MISCELLANEOUS 

22.1 Agreement to Enure 

The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings herein 
contained on the part of the Owner shall run with the land and 
shall be binding upon it and upon its heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns as owners and occupiers of 
the said lands from time to time and shall be appurtenant to the 
adjoining roadways in the ownership of the Township or County. 
Notwithstanding the generality of the above, the lot purchaser 
shall assume the applicable obligations of the Owner as they 
relate to work on the lot and with respect to finishing of the 
driveways and boulevards. 

22.2 Variations 

All work is to be in accordance with the approved plans and in 
accordance with the site plans to be prepared for the lot subject 
only to such changes as are approved by the Township in writing. 
Further, the Township reserves the right to waive or rescind any 
term or condition contained in this agreement provided that such 
condition is waived or rescinded by resolution of Council. 



23. ESTOPPEL 

The Owner agrees to not call into question directly or indirectly 
in any proceedings whatsoever in law or in equity or before any 
administrative tribunal, the right of the Township to enter into 
this agreement and to enforce each and every term, covenant and 
condition herein contained and this agreement may be pleaded as 
an estoppel against the Owner in any such proceedings. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF the Owner has hereunto set his hand and seal and 
the Township has hereunto affixed its Corporate Seal under the 
hands of its Mayor and Clerk on the day first written above.

7.0 SIDEWALKS 

7.1 Paying into Sidewalk Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $500 per each new building lot 
to the Township, which sum is to be deposited into the Township's 
Reserve Account for Sidewalk Extensions, Improvements and 
Maintenance. This sum shall be payable prior to the deed being 
stamped. 



8. PARKLAND FEES 

8.1 Paying into Township's Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay for each new building lot created, a sum 
of Seven Hundred Dollars ($700) per lot as a deposit for cash in 
lieu of parklands which sum is to be placed into the Township's 
Reserve Account for Parks and Recreation. This sum shall be 
payable prior to the stamping of the deed. 

9. RESPONSIBILITY FOR DAMAGE TO EXISTING ROADS 

The Township may hold the Owner or lot purchaser liable for any 

damages to an existing road that occurs as a result of 

construction pursuant to this agreement. For purposes of this 

section, the road shall consist of the surface, any base, any 
curb, any utility, any sign and any other works in the boulevards. 
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10. BOULEVARDS 

Upon completion of all work on the lot and in the road 
allowances, to a degree as required by the Township, the 
affected boulevard areas shall be regraded, topsoiled and 
sodded. Seeding will be permissible in lieu of sodding if set 
out in the Special Provisions.

Prior to backfilling any house connection to a sewage line, 
the Owner shall ensure, or shall ensure the lot purchaser is 
aware that he is to ensure, the connection is inspected and 
that a reference to fixed points has been made. 



13. CONSTRUCTION ON THE LOTfS^ 

13.1 Work to be in Accordance with Approved Plans 

All work on any new building lot created must be in accordance 
with the approved plans as defined in Section 1.2. 

13.2 Lot Purchaser's Obligation to Prepare gite Plan 

The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser of 
its obligation to prepare a site plan showing how the approved 
plans will be implemented on each lot. The site plan shall 
provide that driveways, wells and private septic systems (if 
any) shall generally be in the same locations as shown on the 
overall grading plan. The site plan shall show top of 

foundation wall elevations. The site plan shall be prepared by 
someone customarily involved and experienced in such work.

These matters shall be attended to in accordance with Section 17 
hereto. 

13.5 Timing 

Acceptable lot grading must be in place on the lot within one year 
of occupancy of the dwelling on the lot. 

13.6 Chang e s 

All work on each lot is to be in accordance with the approved plan 

and in accordance with the site plans to be prepared for each 

property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing. 

13.7 Ultimate Responsibility 

All security monies provided by the Owner or any lot purchaser 
pursuant to Sections 1 . 1 and 17. 1 will only be released when 
satisfactory lot grading and construction on, and boulevard work 
for, exists re the new building lot. The Owner shall notify the 
lot purchaser that the Township will have the right to enter onto 
the lot and to complete satisfactory lot grading if necessary. 
When satisfactory lot grading, construction and boulevard work 
including a driveway exists on or by the new building lot, these 
securities will be released to the current owner of the building 
lot. 



14. TOWNSHIP'S LEGAL AND ENGINEERING SERVICES 

14.1 Review of Plans. Assistance in Finalizing the Consent Agreement 

The Township Solicitor and Engineer may be directed by the 
Township to assist in the preparation and/or approval of plans and 
specifications, to participate in any reviews, meetings, 
negotiations and/or servicings to finalize this Consent Agreement 
and to participate in, review and/or approve any construction. 

14.2 Inspection of Construction by Township Engineer 

Where directed by the Township, the Township Engineer shall 
inspect the installation and construction of the works (public 
services and work on the lot) from time to time. If the Township 
Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or construction 
is being done in accordance with the approved plans or in 
accordance with good engineering practice, he shall advise the 
Owner and/or the affected lot purchaser, plus the Township. The 
Township may deem that the work, if being done by others, is not 
proceeding in a proper manner and may stop the work and require 
that another Contractor be placed on the job to complete such and 
the costs involved shall be paid by the Owner and/or lot purchaser 
forthwith upon demand by the Township. 

14.3 Township Legal and Engineer's Costs 

The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township for all

17.3 Security to be Drawn on if Default 

If there is any default in attending to repair of damages, to 

construction of driveways, to finishing of boulevards or to work 

on the lot, the Township, to the extent necessary, may use any 
part of or all of the deposit to attend to such. 

17.4 Township Engineer's Costs 

Based on a one time review of the site plan, a one time review of 
the foundation certificate and a one time review of lot grading 
and driveway work, the estimated cost of the Township Engineer 
will be $250.00. If the Township Engineer prepares the site plan 
and does the survey work for the foundation elevation checking, 
an additional estimated cost of $250 per lot will be involved. 
Multiple trips or revisions to plans may increase these fees. 

17.5 Release of Security 

The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall be as 
follows: Firstly, $1,500 is to be released upon completion of 
acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway construction 
exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to any damages to 
that point being repaired and less the Engineer's initial costs. 
Secondly the balance, $1,000, is to be released upon completion 
of the driveway and boulevard work adjacent to the driveway and 
subject to repairs being made and less the final Engineering 
costs. Completion certificates will be issued at each release of 
funds. 

17.6 Completion of Lot Grading 

All lot grading and boulevard work is to be attended to within 

one (1) year of occupancy of the lot. If the work is not 

attended to by this time the Township may itself enter upon the 

lot and complete the lot grading at the expense of the security 
deposit. 

17.7 Definition 

For the purposes of this agreement, lot grading shall be deemed 
to be acceptable when the grading (including topsoil) has been 
completed to the elevations shown on the approved site plan, sod 
has been placed or there is an established growth from seeding. 



18. DEFAULT 

In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have 
against the Owner or Lot Purchaser, who for purposes of this 
section are both referred to as the "Owner", for breach of this 
Agreement, the Township, at its option and after first notifying 
the Owner, may: 

a) Enter onto the lands and complete any work in respect of 
which there has been default and collect the cost of doing so 
from the Owner; 

b) Make any payment which ought to have been made by the Owner 
and collect the amount thereof from the Owner; 

c) Do any other thing required of the Owner by this agreement 
and collect the cost of so doing from the Owner; 

d) Apply any deposit in the Township's possession; 
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e) Refuse to issue any further building permits; 

f) In the event of default by the Owner and the Township being 
required to perform any of the services herein mentioned in 
addition to any other remedy, the Township shall have the right 
to recover the cost of performing such services or collection 
of charges due in like manner as municipal taxes under the 
authority of Section 326 of the Municipal Act, RSO 1990, as 
amended.

19. 1 The Owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this 
agreement in the appropriate Registry or Land Titles Office. 

19.2 It is understood and agreed that after this Agreement has been 
registered or deposited on title it shall not be released by the 
Township until all terms and conditions of the agreement have been 
complied with to the Township's satisfaction. At such time, the 
Township, upon request, shall issue a Certificate of Compliance 
certifying compliance with this Agreement to the time of the 
Certificate, 

20. EASEMENTS. BLOCKS 
None are required. 

21. MISCELLANEOUS 

21.1 Agreement to Enure 

The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings herein 
contained on the part of the Owner shall run with the land and 
shall be binding upon it and upon its heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns as owners and occupiers of 
the said lands from time to time and shall be appurtenant to the 
adjoining roadways in the ownership of the Township or County. 
Notwithstanding the generality of the above, each lot purchaser 
shall assume the applicable obligations of the Owner as they relate 
to work on the applicable lot and with respect to finishing of 
driveways and boulevards. 

21.2 Variations 

All work is to be in accordance with the approved plans and in 

accordance with the site plans to be prepared for each property 

subject only to such changes as are approved by the Township in 
writing. Further, the Township reserves the right to waive or 

rescind any term or condition contained in this agreement provided 

that such condition is waived or rescinded by resolution of 
Council. 

21.3 Mortgagee 

The Party of the Third Part for and consideration of the sum of One 

($1.00) Dollar now paid to him (the receipt whereof is hereby 

acknowledged) doth hereby consent to the Agreement herein and 

postpones his claim as Mortgagee of the said lands, the intent 
being that his mortgage shall be subject to the Agreement herein as 

though the said Agreement had been registered prior to the 
registration of his mortgage. 

22. ESTOPPEL 

The Owner agrees to not call into question directly or indirectly 
in any proceedings whatsoever in law or in equity or before any 
administrative tribunal, the right of the Township to enter into 
this agreement and to enforce each and every term, covenant and 
condition herein contained and this agreement may be pleaded as an 
estoppel against the Owner in any such proceedings.

(Application Number B- 1 83/94) has granted the severance subject to 
conditions being fulfilled to the Township's satisfaction as per 
their decision dated May 6, 1995, a copy of which is attached hereto 
as Schedule B; 

AND WHEREAS the Township may enter into one or more agreements with 
an Owner as a condition to the granting of a severance in accordance 
with Section 53 of the Planning Act. 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of 
other good and valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars 
($2.00) of lawful money of Canada, now paid by each of the parties 
hereto to each of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof is 
acknowledged), the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise and 
agree with each other as follows: 
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1. GENERAL 

1.1 Deposit 

The Owner shall deposit the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) 
per new building lot created in the form of cash or certified 
cheque with the Township as soon as he wishes negotiations to 
attend to this agreement, the services and lot construction to 
commence. This deposit shall be used as a security for expenses 
of the Township. The Owner shall provide additional sums as 
necessary with the Township as the work continues and as 
accounts are paid, and if this security is drawn on, to ensure 
that a minimum deposit of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) per new 
building lot is always on hand with the Township until this 
agreement is released. This deposit when released shall be 

payable to the owner of the new building lot created. The 
deposit may be reduced prior to being released in accordance 
with other sections of this agreement. 

1.2 AH worlc to conform to approved plans 

The Owner agrees to undertake all development and construction 
of all structures and services in accordance with the approved 
plans required by, and in accordance with the sections of, this 
agreement. All approved plans are to be initialled by the 

Township Engineer. 

1.3 Owner to notify lot purchaser of his obligations 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligations 
of construction re the new building lot in accordance with the 
approved plans. The Owner agrees to provide free of charge to 
the lot purchaser a copy of this agreement as registered, a copy 
of the approved plans, a notice that this agreement is 
registered against the lot acquired, and a written notice that 
the lot purchaser is required to comply with all applicable 
sections of this agreement. 

1.4 Owner to employ Engineer for design 

The Owner shall employ a competent engineer registered by the 
Professional Engineers of Ontario to design the grading and 
drainage on the lot, the driveway work and the boulevard work 
required. 

The Owner may retain the Township Engineer to undertake the 
above or he may retain another qualified Professional Engineer 
in which case the Township Engineer shall review all plans, 
specifications, work, etc. of this Engineer. 

1.5 Other Work 

If at any time during the construction for the new building lot 
it should become evident that other work is necessary to provide 
adequately any of the required services, the Owner shall 
construct, install or perform such additional works at the 
request of the Township. 

1.6 Liability 

Until the Council of the Township shall have accepted all the 
work with respect to the new building lot, as evidenced by the 
Engineer's Certificate of Lot Grading of Section 17, the Owner 
and/or the Lot Purchaser of the new lot agrees to indemnify and 
save harmless the Township against all actions, causes of 
action, suits, claims, and demands whatsoever which may arise 
either directly or indirectly by reason of the Owner or Lot 
Purchaser undertaking this development, or from any part or 
omission by the Owner or Lot Purchaser, his agents, servants or 
contractors in the performance of any matter or thing in this 
Agreement. 
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1.7 Intent 

Each of the parties agrees to do all acts, within its power, 
necessary or proper to be done by it to carry out the intention of 
this Agreement which is to secure a development of good quality and 
free from drainage and other functional problems. 

2. DRAINAGE ACT MATTERS 

2.1 Drumbo Drainage Works 1993 

a) The Owner shall pay the assessments as indicated in the 
schedule of assessment for construction of the Drainage Report 
passed under Bylaw 980-93. Payment shall be made in the 
prescribed manner indicated in the report when the actual 
value becomes known. 

b) In addition, and in accordance with Page 34 of the Drainage 
Report, and since a connection to the drain from the lot to be 
serviced herein was provided, the Owner shall be assessed a 
further lump sum special benefit assessment of $500. This 
amount shall be applied against the costs of construction of 
the service as being borne by the County of Oxford and/or 
Township. 

c) Also and pursuant to page 35 of the Drainage Report, the owner 
shall pay the lump sum of $2,000 prior to issuance of the 
building permit. As per Section 66(3) of the Act, this sum is 
to be placed in a special fund to be used by the Township for 
future maintenance of the drain. 

d) With respect to future maintenance provisions, the Owner is to 
be assessed an equal portion for maintenance similar to 
adjacent lots as outlined on Page 35 of the Drainage Report. 

2.2 Advising Lot Purchasers of Obligations Relating to the Drainage Act 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of its obligations 
with respect to any existing or future Engineer's Reports pursuant 
to the Drainage Act. The Owner and lot purchaser acknowledge that 
if drainage problems should result a future drain may be required 
and that assessments of cost may be made to them if the drain 
proceeds. 

3. OTHER DRAINAGE MATTERS 

3.1 Grading of Lot (To Provide Proper Drainag e) 

The Owner agrees to grade the new building lot as shown on the 
approved plans, and/or to notify the lot purchaser of his/her 
obligations in implementing, or permitting by others in case of 
default, the grading on the lot as per the approved plans. 

3.2 Environmental Protection on the Building Lots 

Features as required by Schedule C shall be constructed to control 
siltation/sedimentation. Features on the roads shall be constructed 
by the Township or Owner and features on the lot shall be 
constructed either by the Owner or Lot Purchaser as noted on the 
approved plans. 

3.3 Private Drain Connection 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation to 
construct any private drain connection, back water valve, and/or 
sump pump as outlined in Schedule "C" hereto. 
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4. DRIVEWAYS 

4.1 general 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation to 
construct a driveway from the travelled portion of the road to the 
front line of the lot (north limit of 3m widening). The driveway 
shall initially consist of granular and shall ultimately be 
finished using a hard surfacing material, either asphalt, concrete 
or paving stones. 

The Owner acknowledges that the County of Oxford has provided a 
paved driveway entrance to the property as part of the road 
reconstruction from the road to the sidewalk and agrees to 
repair/replace any portion of said driveway ramp damaged during 
house construction, to the satisfaction of the engineer. 

4.2 Specifications 

The driveway shall be constructed in accordance with the 
requirements of Schedule C. 

5. HYDRO. TELEPHONE. GAS. TV CABLE SERVICES 

5.1 General 

The Township will arrange for the main lines of these services 
within the road allowances if such do not exist but if such are in 
the community and are possible to be extended. Connections from 
the main lines of the services into the lot will be the 
responsibility of the lot purchaser. 

5.2 Connection Charges 

If any connection charges are required by the applicable 
Commission or Authority such sums are to be included in the 
payment for construction work made by the Owner to the Township. 



6.0 STREET LIGHTING 

6.1 Paying into Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $100 per each new building lot 
to the Township which sum shall be deposited in the Township's 
Reserve Account for Street Lighting, This sum shall be payable in 
a minimum of one installment per individual lot being due prior to 
the stamping of the deed. 

6.2 Level of Service 

The Township agrees to ensure that street lighting exists in the 

area of the lot comparable in appearance, spacing, location and 

intensity to existing lighting in the area except as provided 
differently by the Special Provisions. 

7.0 SIDEWALKS 

7.1 Paying into Sidewalk Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $500 per each new building lot 
to the Township, which sum is to be deposited into the Township's 
Reserve Account for Sidewalk Extensions, Improvements and 
Maintenance. This sum shall be payable prior to the deed being 
stamped. 

8. PARKLAND FEES 

8.1 Paying into Township's Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay for each new building lot created, a sum 
of Seven Hundred Dollars ($700) per lot as a deposit for cash in 
lieu of parklands which sum is to be placed into the Township's 
Reserve Account for Parks and Recreation. This sum shall be 
payable prior to the stamping of the deed. 
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RESPONSIBILITY FOR DAMAGE TO EXISTING ROADS 

The Township may hold the Owner or lot purchaser liable for any 

damages to an existing road that occurs as a result of 

construction pursuant to this agreement. For purposes of this 

section, the road shall consist of the surface, any base, any 

curb, any sidewalk, any utility, any sign and any other works in 
the boulevards. 



10. BOULEVARDS 

Upon completion of all work on the lot and in the road allowances, 
to a degree as required by the Township, the affected boulevard 
areas (to the north limit of the 3m widening) shall be regraded, 
topsoiled and sodded. Seeding will be permissible in lieu of 
sodding if set out in the Special Provisions. Erosion control and 
existing aesthetics will be considerations in requiring sod rather 
than seed. The Special Provisions and Schedule C may provide 
details of the work required by the lot purchaser in the 
boulevards. 

The Owner acknowledges that the County of Oxford has provided a 
sodded boulevard from the sidewalk to the curb as part of the road 
reconstruction and agrees to resod any area damaged during house 
construction to the satisfaction of the engineer. 

11. WATER SUPPLY 

a) Connection Charges 

The Owner shall pay the connection charge required by the 
County and/or Township to join to the municipal system at the 
street line at the time that the value of the connection 
charges are known. 

h) Inspection of Work Beyond the Road 

Prior to backfilling any house connection to a water line, the 
Owner shall ensure, or shall ensure the lot purchaser is aware 
that he is to ensure, the connection is inspected and that a 
reference to fixed points has been made. 

12. SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

a) Connection Charges 

The Owner shall pay the connection charge required by the 
County and/or Township to join to the municipal system at the 
street line at the time that the value of the connection 
charges are known. 

b) Inspection of Work Beyond the Road 

Prior to backfilling any house connection to a sewage line, 

the Owner shall ensure, or shall ensure the lot purchaser is 

aware that he is to ensure, the connection is inspected and 
that a reference to fixed points has been made. 

13. CONSTRUCTION ON THE LOT(S) 

13.1 Work to be in Accordance with Approved Plans 

All work on any new building lot created must be in accordance 
with the approved plans as defined in Section 1.2. 

13.2 Lot Purchaser's Obligation to Prepare Site Plan 

The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser of its 
obligation to prepare a site plan showing how the approved plans 
will be implemented on each lot. The site plan shall provide that 
driveways, wells and private septic systems (if any) shall 
generally be in the same locations as shown on the overall grading 
plan. The site plan shall show top of foundation wall elevations. 
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The site plan shall be prepared by someone customarily involved 
and experienced in such work. The Township Engineer may be 
retained to prepare the Site Plan or shall approve it if prepared 
by anyone else. The lot purchaser is responsible for implementing 
the site plan once approved. 

13.3 A pproval of Site Plan Prior to Issuance of Building Permits 

The site plan required by Section 13.2 hereabove shall be prepared 
or approved by the Township Engineer prior to the issuance of a 
building permit. 

13.4 Deposits. Certificates of Lot Grading 

These matters shall be attended to in accordance with Section 17 
hereto. 

13.5 Timing 

Acceptable lot grading must be in place on the lot within one year 
of occupancy of the dwelling on the lot. 

13.6 Changes 

All work on each lot is to be in accordance with the approved plan 

and in accordance with the site plans to be prepared for each 

property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing, 

13.7 Ultimate Responsibility 

All security monies provided by the Owner or any lot purchaser 
pursuant to Sections 1.1 and 17.1 will only be released when 
satisfactory lot grading and construction on, and boulevard work 
for, exists re the new building lot. The Owner shall notify the 
lot purchaser that the Township will have the right to enter onto 
the lot and to complete satisfactory lot grading if necessary. 
When satisfactory lot grading, construction and boulevard work 
including a driveway exists on or by the new building lot, these 
securities will be released to the current owner of the building 
lot. 



14. TOWNSHIP'S LEGAL AND ENGINEERING SERVICES 

14.1 Review of Plans. Assistance in Finalizing the Consent Agreement 

The Township Solicitor and Engineer may be directed by the 
Township to assist in the preparation and/or approval of plans and 
specifications, to participate in any reviews, meetings, 
negotiations and/or servicings to finalize this Consent Agreement 
and to participate in, review and/or approve any construction. 

14.2 Inspection of Construction by Township Engineer 

Where directed by the Township, the Township Engineer shall 
inspect the installation and construction of the works (public 
services and work on the lot) from time to time. If the Township 
Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or construction 
is being done in accordance with the approved plans or in 
accordance with good engineering practice, he shall advise the 
Owner and/or the affected lot purchaser, plus the Township, The 
Township may deem that the work, if being done by others, is not 
proceeding in a proper manner and may stop the work and require 
that another Contractor be placed on the job to complete such and 
the costs involved shall be paid by the Owner and/or lot purchaser 
forthwith upon demand by the Township. 

14.3 Township Legal and Engineer's Costs 

The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township for all 
reasonable engineering and legal costs incurred by the said 
Township for the preparation and supervision and enforcement of 
this agreement and any plans or specifications required by it, if 
in excess of any deposit, such payment to be made within 30 days 
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of the delivery of demand from the Township to the Owner. The 
cost payable by the Owner hereunder shall not include any costs 
payable by any lot purchaser under Section 17 hereof. All 

outstanding accounts of the Township, at the time, shall be paid 
prior to the stamping of the deed and prior to the execution of 
the agreement. 

14.4 Township Engineer's Involvement with Lot Grading and Driveway 
Review on Behalf of the Lot Purchaser 

These services of the Township Engineer will be separate from the 
above and are covered in Section 17 hereto. 



15. MATTERS TO BE ATTENDED TO PRIOR TO STAMPING OF THE DEED 
Prior to the Township's stamping of the deed(s) for any new 
building lots created, the Owner shall: 

1. Have completed the approved plans as required by Section 1.2. 

2. Have paid the sum for street lighting as required by Section 
6. 

3. Have paid the sum for sidewalks as required by Section 7. 

4. Have paid the sum for parkland fees as required by Section 8. 

5. Have paid any water connection charges as required by Section 
11. 

6. Have paid any sewer connection charges as 
12. 

7. Have paid all outstanding 
those required by Section 14.3 

8. Have made arrangements 
this agreement registered 
required by Section 19. 

9 . Have provided any easements 
20. 

10. Have executed this agreement with the Township

16. BUILDING PERMITS 

16.1 Building Permit Format 

Prior to applying for a building permit, the site plan as required 
by Section 13.2 must be approved. A building permit format shall 
be used whereby the Owner shall not receive permission to frame 
until the foundation has been certified. The Owner shall have the 
completed foundation reviewed and certified by an Ontario Land 
Surveyor or a Professional Engineer and shall show such 
certification to the Township. 

16.2 Development Charges 

All development charges as applicable at the time must be paid 
prior to the issuance of a building permit. 

16.3 Other Matters to be Attended to Prior to Issuance of a Building 
Permit 

a) Provide security deposit for lot grading and driveway 
construction. 

b) All fees, deposits, etc. required for Township's existing and 
future costs must be attended to. 

c) Pay the sum of $500 as a special benefit assessment. 

d) Pay the sum of $2,000 for connection to the Drumbo Drain. 



17. SECURITY DEPOSITS FOR LOT GRADING AND DRIVEWAYS 

17.1 Amount of Security 

To ensure that the Owner, lot purchaser or his successor 
constructs acceptable lot grading, boulevard and driveway work, 
the Township will require a security of $2,500, cash or certified 
cheque, prior to issuance of a building permit. This deposit shall 
be returned, as also specified below, to the lot owner at the 
time, without interest and less the costs of the Township 
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Engineer's involvement with site plans, site reviews and any 
foundation certification works, and upon the Township Engineer's 
certification of lot grading and driveway construction and shall 
only be returned if any damages to existing services such as the 
Roads are attended to and if all other matters required by this 
agreement are attended to. 

17.2 Owner of Security 

The security deposit shall be deemed to be that of the current 

owner of the lot regardless of who filed the deposit. Any work 

required will be deemed to be the responsibility of the current 
lot owner. 

17.3 Security to be Drawn on if Default 

If there is any default in attending to repair of damages, to 

construction of driveways, to finishing of boulevards or to work 

on the lot, the Township, to the extent necessary, may use any 
part of or all of the deposit to attend to such. 

17.4 Township Engineer's Costs 

Based on a one time review of the site plan, a one time review of 
the foundation certificate and a one time review of lot grading 
and driveway work, the estimated cost of the Township Engineer 
will be $250.00. If the Township Engineer prepares the site plan 
and does the survey work for the foundation elevation checking, 
an additional estimated cost of $250 per lot will be involved. 
Multiple trips or revisions to plans may increase these fees. 

17.5 Release of Security 

The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall be as 
follows: Firstly, $1,500 is to be released upon completion of 
acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway construction 
exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to any damages to 
that point being repaired and less the Engineer's initial costs. 
Secondly the balance, $1,000, is to be released upon completion 
of the driveway and boulevard work adjacent to the driveway and 
subject to repairs being made and less the final Engineering 
costs. Completion certificates will be issued at each release of 
funds. 

17.6 Completion of Lot Grading 

All lot grading and boulevard work is to be attended to within 

one (1) year of occupancy of the lot. If the work is not 

attended to by this time the Township may itself enter upon the 

lot and complete the lot grading at the expense of the security 
deposit. 

17.7 Definition 

For the purposes of this agreement, lot grading shall be deemed 
to be acceptable when the grading (including topsoil) has been 
completed to the elevations shown on the approved site plan, sod 
has been placed or there is an established growth from seeding. 



18. DEFAULT 

In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have 
against the Owner or Lot Purchaser, who for purposes of this 
section are both referred to as the "Owner", for breach of this 
Agreement, the Township, at its option and after first notifying 
the Owner, may: 

a) Enter onto the lands and complete any work in respect of 
which there has been default and collect the cost of doing so 
from the Owner; 

b) Make any payment which ought to have been made by the Owner 
and collect the amount thereof from the Owner; 
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c) Do any other thing required of the Owner by this agreement 
and collect the cost of so doing from the Owner; 

d) Apply any deposit in the Township's possession; 

e) Refuse to issue any further building permits; 

f) In the event of default by the Owner and the Township being 
required to perform any of the services herein mentioned in 
addition to any other remedy, the Township shall have the 
right to recover the cost of performing such services or 
collection of charges due in like manner as municipal taxes 
under the authority of Section 326 of the Municipal Act, RSO 
1990, as amended. 



19. REGISTRATION OF THIS AGREEMENT 

19.1 The Owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this 
agreement in the appropriate Registry or Land Titles Office. 

19.2 It is understood and agreed that after this Agreement has been 
registered or deposited on title it shall not be released by the 
Township until all terms and conditions of the agreement have 
been complied with to the Township's satisfaction. At such time, 
the Township, upon request, shall issue a Certificate of 
Compliance certifying compliance with this Agreement to the time 
of the Certificate. 

20. EASEMENTS. BLOCKS 
None are required. 

21. MISCELLANEOUS 

21.1 A greement to Enure 

The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings herein 
contained on the part of the Owner shall run with the land and 
shall be binding upon it and upon its heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns as owners and occupiers of 
the said lands from time to time and shall be appurtenant to the 
adjoining roadways in the ownership of the Township or County. 
Notwithstanding the generality of the above, each lot purchaser 
shall assume the applicable obligations of the Owner as they 
relate to work on the applicable lot and with respect to 
finishing of driveways and boulevards. 

21.2 Variations 

All work is to be in accordance with the approved plans and in 
accordance with the site plans to be prepared for each property 
subject only to such changes as are approved by the Township in 
writing. Further, the Township reserves the right to waive or 
rescind any term or condition contained in this agreement 
provided that such condition is waived or rescinded by resolution 
of Council. 

21.3 Mortgagee 

The Party of the Third Part for and consideration of the sum of 
One ($1.00) Dollar now paid to him (the receipt whereof is hereby 
acknowledged) doth hereby consent to the Agreement herein and 
postpones his claim as Mortgagee of the said lands, the intent 
being that his mortgage shall be subject to the Agreement herein 
as though the said Agreement had been registered prior to the 
registration of his mortgage. 
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22. ESTOPPEL 

The Owner agrees to not call into question directly or indirectly 
in any proceedings whatsoever in law or in equity or before any 
administrative tribunal, the right of the Township to enter into 
this agreement and to enforce each and every term, covenant and 
condition herein contained and this agreement may be pleaded as 
an estoppel against the Owner in any such proceedings.

WHEREAS the requisite number of owners have petitioned the 
Council of The Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheirn 
(the "Corporation") in the Restructured County of Oxford, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Drainage Act T R.S.O. 1990, 
requesting that the following lands and roads be drained by 
a drainage works (the "Drainage Works") :

Being a By-law to continue the Township Fire Department. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.45, Section 
210, Subsection 31, as amended, providese that the Council may 
by by-law establish and regulate a fire department; 

THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. In this by-law, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) "Approved" means approval by the municipal council, 

(b) "Company" means a complement of personnel operating one 
or more pieces of apparatus or equipment, 

(c) "Corporation" means the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim, 

(d) "Council" means the Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim, 

(e) "Department" means the Blandford-Blenheim Fire 
Department, 

(f) "Fire Chief" means the one person appointed by a by-law 
of the council of the municipality to act as fire chief, 

(g) "Deputy Fire Chief" means the one person appointed by 
the council of the municipality to act in the place of 
the fire chief in the fire chief's absence, or in the 
case of a vacancy in the position of fire chief, 

(h) "Fire Protection Services" means a range of programs and 
services designed to protect the lives and property of 
the inhabitants of the fire department response area 
from the adverse effects of fires, sudden medical 
emergencies or exposure to dangerous conditions created 
by individuals or nature, and includes fire prevention 
and public education, rescue and suppression services. 

(i) "Member(s)" means any defined fire fighter or employee 
of the department, 

(j) "Full-time Fire Fighter(s)" means a person regularly 

employed in the fire department on a full-time salaried 
basis and assigned exclusively to fire protection or 
fire prevention duties, and includes officers and 
technicians, 

(k) "Part-time Fire fighter" means a person who acts as a 

fire fighter for a nominal consideration or honorarium,

2. (a) A department for the Township of Blandford-Blenheim to 

be known as the Blandford-Blenheim Fire Department is 
hereby continued and the head of the department shall 
be known as the fire chief. 

(b) The goals and mission statement of the department shall 
be as those contained in Appendix "A" of this by-law. 

(c) The department shall be organized as per Table 1 of 
this by-law. 
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3. In addition to the fire chief, the department shall consist 

of a deputy fire chief and such number of officers and members 
as from time to time may be deemed necessary by the council. 

4. (a) The fire chief may recommend to the council the 

appointment of any qualified person as a member of 

the department, subject to the approved hiring policies 

of the Corporation. 

(b) A person appointed as a member of the department shall 
be on probation for a period of one year, during which 
period the probationary member shall take such special 
training and examinations as may be required. 

(c) If a probationary member fails any such examinations, 
the fire chief shall recommend appropriate action to 
council. 

5. (a) The fire chief may reprimand, suspend or recommend 

dismissal of any member for non compliance with any 
of the provisions of this by-law or the general orders 
and department rules, that in the opinion of the fire 
chief, would be detrimental to the discipline and 
efficiency of the department. 

(b) Following the suspension of any member, the fire chief 
shall immediately report, in writing, the suspension 
and recommendations to council; and, 

(c) A member shall not be dismissed without being afforded 
the opportunity of a hearing before council, if the 
member makes a written request for such a hearing within 
seven working days after receiving the proposed 
dismissal. 

6. The remuneration of all members of the department shall be 
as determined by council. 

7. The fire chief is responsible to council for the proper 
administration and operation of the department. The fire 
chief is under the general direction of council, and: 

(a) shall have developed and published such standard 
operational guidelines, general orders and departmental 
rules as may be necessary for the care and protection 
of the department, department equipment and personnel, 
and for the efficient operation of the department, 
provided that such general orders and rules do not 
conflict with the provisions of any by-laws of the 
municipality. 

(b) shall review periodically the policies and procedures 
of the department and may establish an Advisory 
Committee to assist in these duties; 

(c) i. shall take all proper measures for the prevention, 

control and extinguishment of fires and for the 
protection of life and property, 

ii. shall enforce all municipal by-laws respecting 
fire prevention, 

iii. shall adhere to the provisions of the Fire 
Marshals Act; 

iv. the fire chief, or designate, is directed and 
authorized to have members of the department:

(b) when unable to contact the property owner, to 
take such necessary action (under (a) above) 
which may include boarding up or barricading 
of buildings or property to guard, against fire 
or other danger, risk or accident; and, 
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7, (c) iv. (c) the corporation may recover expenses incurred 

by such necessary action in a manner provided 
by the Municipal Act. 

(d) is responsible for the enforcement of this 

by-law and the general orders and departmental 
rules . 

(a) The deputy fire chief is responsible to the fire chief 
for the activities of the divisional functions that are 
supervised by the deputy fire chief; and 

(b) The deputy fire chief has the same authority and 
responsibility as the fire chief and shall perform all 
the duties of the fire chief in the fire chief's absence.

Division of Administration 

Division of Apparatus, Equipment and Communications 

Division of Fire Suppression 

Division of Fire Prevention 

Division of Training 

10. The fire chief is responsible for ensuring that the following 
duties pertaining the function of Division of Administration 
are carried out: 

(a) Provide administration facilities for the department; 

(b) Provide departmental budget and exercise control of 
the budget; 

(c) Prepare the payroll of the department and initiate 
requisitions for materials and services and certify all 
accounts of the department; 

(d) Maintain personnel records in accordance with the 
policy of the corporation; 

(e) Arrange for the provision of medical services; 

(f) Arrange for the provisions of new buildings, as approved; 

(g) Provide liaison with the local fire fighters' 
association(s) 

(h) Prepare the annual report of the department; 

(i) Carry out the general administrative duties of the 
department; 

(j) Provide liaison with the County of Oxford fire 
co-ordinator ; and, 

(k) Assist the County of Oxford fire co-ordinator in the 

preparation of a County of Oxford Emergency Fire Service 
Plan and Program. 

11. The fire chief is responsible for ensuring that the following 
duties pertaining to the function of the Division of Apparatus, 
Equipment and Communications are carried out: 

(a) Prepare specifications for the purchase of apparatus 
and equipment; 

(b) Maintain and keep in repair all existing buildings, 
apparatus and equipment of the department; and, 

(c) Prepare the annual report and budget of the Division 
of Apparatus, Equipment and Communications to be 
submitted to the Division of Administration. 
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12. (a) The fire chief is responsible for ensuring that the 

following duties pertaining to the function of the 
Division of Fire Fighting are carried out: 

i. Prevent, control and extinguish fires,

cause, origin, and where required, to request 
appropriate agencies to assist with the investigation; 

iii. Respond and assist at such emergencies as may be 
deemed necessary by the fire chief;

v. Perform apparatus maintenance and cleaning duties;

vi . Prepare the annual report and budget of the Division 
of Fire Fighting to be submitted to the Division 
of Administration. 

(b) Captains are in command of the company to which they 
are assigned and are responsible to the officer in

(c) Where the fire chief designates a member to act in the 
position of an officer, such member when so acting, has 
all the authority and responsibility of such officer 

and shall perform all the duties of the officer replaced. 

13. The fire chief is responsible for ensuring that the following 
duties pertaining to the function of the Division of Fire 
Prevention are carried out: 

(a) Develop an approved fire prevention, fire safety and 
public education policy; 

(b) Carry out the duties and activities of the fire 
prevention, fire safety and public education policy; 

(c) Maintain fire loss records; and, 

(d) Prepare the annual report and budget of the Division of 
Fire Prevention to be submitted to the Division of 
Administration. 

14. The fire chief is responsible for ensuring that the following 
duties pertaining to the function of the Division of Training 
are carried out: 

(a) Establish a fire department training program, and 
conduct training for all members in accordance with the 
approved training program;

(c) Prepare and conduct examinations of members as 
required; and

15. (a) The fire chief shall develop an approved fire 

department promotional policy based on such evaluations, 
written practical and oral examinations as deemed 
necessary. 

(b) The provisions of this section shall not apply to the 
positions of fire chief and deputy fire chief. 
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16. The fire department shall not respond to a call with respect 
to a fire or other emergency outside the approved response 
areas of the municipality except with respect to a fire or 
emergency; 

(a) that in the opinion of the fire chief, or designate, 
threatens property in the municipality or property 
situated outside the municipality that is owned or 
occupied by the municipality; 

(b) in a municipality with which an agreement has been 
entered into to provide fire protection; 

(c) on property with respect to which an agreement has been 
entered into with any person or corporation to provide 
fire protection therefore; 

(d) at the discretion of the fire chief to a municipality 
authorized to participate in the County of Oxford 
emergency fire service plan and program, or any other 
organized plan or program on a reciprocal basis; or, 

(e) on property beyond the municipal boundary where the 
fire chief, or designate, determines that immediate 
action is necessary to preserve and protect life and/ 
or property and the correct fire department is notified 
and/or assumes command. The fire chief shall subsequently 
inform the head of council of such response. 

17. The provisions of this by-law are superseded by any 
provisions of provincial legislation.

conditions created by individuals or nature; first to their 
municipality; second to those municipalities requiring assistance 
through authorized emergency fire service plan and program (mutual 
aid) activities; and third, to those municipalities which are 
provided fire protection by the fire department via authorized 
agreement. 

Primary objectives of the fire department; 

In order to achieve the goal of the fire department, necessary 
funding must be in place and the following objectives met: 

1. Provide for the safety of the public and the fire fighters; 

2. Identify and review the fire services requirements of the 
municipality; 

3. Provide an administrative process consistent with the needs 
of the department; 

4. Ensure that fire fighting equipment and operating personnel 
are available within the municipality to provide adequate 
response to a citizen's call within a reasonable length of 
time; 

5. Provide department training to an accepted standard which 
will ensure the continuous upgrading of all personnel in the 
latest techniques of fire prevention, fire fighting and 
control of emergency situations and to co-operate with other 
departments of the corporation with respect to management 
training and other programs; 

6. Provide a maintenance program to ensure all fire protection 
apparatus, including allied equipment, is ready to respond 
to emergency calls; 

7. Provide an effective fire prevention program to: 

(a) Ensure, through plan examination and inspection, 
compliance with applicable municipal, provincial, 
and federal fire prevention legislation, statutues, 
codes and regulations. 

(b) Reduce and/or eliminate fire hazards; 

8. Develop and maintain an effective public information system 
and educational program, with particular emphasis on school 
fire safety programs; and commercial, industrial and 
institutional staff training; 

9. Ensure in the event of a major catastrophe in the 
municipality, assistance to cope with the situation is 
available from outside departments and other agencies; 

10. Develop and maintain a good working relationship with all 
federal, provincial and municipal departments, utilities 
and agencies, related to the protection of life and property;

THIS AGREEMENT made on the 16th day of August, 1995 

BETWEEN: 

ROBERT J. PARSONS 

Hereinafter called the "Owner" 
OF THE FIRST PART 

AND: 

THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 

Hereinafter called the "Township" 
OF THE SECOND PART. 



WHEREAS the Owner represents that he is the registered owner of those 
lands and premises in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim described in 
Schedule "A" attached hereto and hereafter called the Said Lands; 

AND WHEREAS the Owner has applied to the County of Oxford Land 

Division Committee for the approval of a consent to sever with 

respect to the said lands that will create one new building lot along 
George Street, hereinafter called the new building lot; 

AND WHEREAS the County of Oxford Land Division Committee (Application 
Number B-60/95) has granted the severance subject to conditions being 
fulfilled to the Township's satisfaction as per their decision dated 
July 6, 1995, a copy of which is attached hereto as Schedule B; 

AND WHEREAS the Township may enter into one or more agreements with 
an Owner as a condition to the granting of a severance in accordance 
with Section 53 of the Planning Act. 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of 
other good and valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars 
($2.00) of lawful money of Canada, now paid by each of the parties 
hereto to each of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof is 
acknowledged), the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise and 
agree with each other as follows: 

1. GENERAL 

1.1 De posit 

The Owner shall deposit the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) 
in the form of cash or certified cheque with the Township as soon 
as he wishes negotiations to attend to this agreement, the 
services and lot construction to commence. This deposit shall be 
used as a security for expenses of the Township. The Owner shall 
provide additional sums as necessary with the Township as the 
work continues and as accounts are paid, and if this security is 
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drawn on, to ensure that a minimum deposit of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000) per new building lot is always on hand with the 
Township until this agreement is released. This deposit when 
released shall be payable to the owner of the new building lot 
created. The deposit may be reduced prior to being released in 
accordance with other sections of this agreement. 

1.2 All work to conform to approved plans 

The Owner agrees to undertake all development and construction of 
all structures and services in accordance with the approved plans 
required by, and in accordance with the sections of, this 
agreement. All approved plans are to be initialled by the 

Township Engineer. 

1.3 Owner to notify lot purchaser of his obligations 

The Owner agrees to notify each lot purchaser of his obligations 
of construction re the new building lot in accordance with the 
approved plans. The Owner agrees to provide free of charge to 
any lot purchaser a copy of this agreement as registered, a copy 
of the approved plans, a notice that this agreement is registered 
against the lot acquired, and a written notice that the lot 
purchaser is required to comply with all applicable sections of 
this agreement. 

1.4 Owner to employ Engineer for design 

The Owner shall employ a competent engineer registered by the 

Professional Engineers of Ontario to design the grading and 

drainage on the lot, the driveway work and the boulevard work 
required. 

The Owner may retain the Township Engineer to undertake the above 

or he may retain another qualified Professional Engineer in which 

case the Township Engineer shall review all plans, 
specifications, work, etc. of this Engineer. 

1.5 Other Work 

If at any time during the construction for the new building lot 
it should become evident that other work is necessary to provide 
adequately any of the required services, the Owner shall 
construct, install or perform such additional works at the 
request of the Township. 

1.6 Liability 

Until the Council of the Township shall have accepted all the 
work with respect to the new building lot, as evidenced by the 
Engineer's Certificate of Lot Grading of Section 17, the Owner 
and/or the Lot Purchaser of the new lot agrees to indemnify and 
save harmless the Township against all actions, causes of action, 
suits, claims, and demands whatsoever which may arise either 
directly or indirectly by reason of the Owner or Lot Purchaser 
undertaking this development, or from any part or omission by the 
Owner or Lot Purchaser, his agents, servants or contractors in 
the performance of any matter or thing in this Agreement. 

1.7 Intent 

Each of the parties agrees to do all acts, within its power, 
necessary or proper to be done by it to carry out the intention 
of this Agreement which is to secure a development of good 
quality and free from drainage and other functional problems. 
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2. DRAINAGE ACT MATTERS 

2.1 Advising Lot Purchasers of Obligations Relating to Drainage 
Reports 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchasers) of its 
obligations with respect to any existing or future Engineer's 
Reports pursuant to the Drainage Act. 

2.2 Advising Lot Purchaser of Obligations Relating to Future Drainage 
Problems 

The Owner and lot purchaser acknowledge that if drainage problems 
should result a future drain may be required and that assessments 
of cost may be made to them if the drain proceeds. 

The Owner and lot purchaser are to recognize that there may be 
two situations that will require this lot to contribute to the 
cost of a future drainage works. Both situations may result from 
the lack of a street drain now to join to on George Street and 
also from the lack of space on the site in the required location 
to construct storm water management. 

The first situation could originate from a petition by the Road 
Superintendent or from the downstream landowner to have a drain 
constructed to attend to a drainage problem associated with this 
lot development. 

The second situation could originate from the development of a 
plan of subdivision on the lands to the east that will require a 
new drainage system to serve the lands to be developed plus any 
lands that are tributary to it such as this proposed lot. 



3. OTHER DRAINAGE MATTERS 

3.1 Grading of Lot (To Provide Proper Drainage) 

The Owner agrees to grade the new building lot as shown on the 
approved plans, and/or to notify the lot purchaser of his/her 
obligations in implementing, or permitting by others in case of 
default, the grading on the lot as per the approved plans. 

3.2 Environmental Protection on the Building Lots 

Features as required by Schedule C shall be constructed to 

control siltation/sedimentation. Features on the roads shall be 

constructed by the Township or Owner and features on the lot 

shall be constructed either by the Owner or Lot Purchaser as 
noted on the approved plans. 

3.3 Possible Future Regrading 

The Owner and lot purchaser are to recognize that if a plan of 
subdivision is developed for the lands to the east, that the very 
northeast corner of this parcel may have to be regraded with full 
restoration over a width of 3m± and a depth of 25m± to allow 
acceptable lot drainage within the abutting lands. There will be 
no costs to the lot purchaser for this but he is to allow entry 
by others to do this alteration in grading. Any work so done can 
not alter the grading over the septic bed area. 



4, DRIVEWAYS 

4,1 General 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation to 
construct a driveway from the travelled portion of the 
Road to the front line of the lot. The driveway shall initially 
consist of granular and shall ultimately be finished using a hard 
surfacing material, either asphalt, concrete or paving blocks. 
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4.2 Permits 

The Owner shall advise each lot purchaser that it is his 
responsibility to obtain any required permit for driveway 
construction from the affected road authority. 

4.3 Specificatipns 

The driveway shall be constructed in accordance with the 
requirements of Schedule C. 



5. HYDRO. TELEPHONE. GAS. TV CABLE SERVICES 

5.1 General 

The Township will arrange for the main lines of these services 
within the road allowances if such do not exist but if such are 
in the community and are possible to be extended. Connections 
from the main lines of the services into the lot will be the 
responsibility of the lot purchaser. 

5.2 Connection Charges 

If any connection charges are required by the applicable 
Commission or Authority such sums are to be included in the 
payment for construction work made by the Owner to the Township. 



6.0 STREET LIGHTING 

6.1 Paying into Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $100.00 per each new building 
lot to the Township which sum shall be deposited in the 
Township's Reserve Account for Street Lighting. This sum shall 
be payable prior to the stamping of the deed. 

6.2 Level of Service 

The Township agrees to ensure that street lighting exists in the 
area of the lot comparable in appearance, spacing, location and 
intensity to existing lighting in the area except as provided 
differently by the Special Provisions. 



7.0 SIDEWALKS 

7.1 Paying into Sidewalk Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $500 per each new building lot 
to the Township, which sum is to be deposited into the Township's 
Reserve Account for Sidewalk Extensions, Improvements and 
Maintenance. This sum shall be payable prior to the deed being 
stamped. 



8. PARKLAND FEES 

8.1 Paying into Township's Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay for each new building lot created, a sum 
of Seven Hundred Dollars ($700) per lot as a deposit for cash in 
lieu of parklands which sum is to be placed into the Township's 
Reserve Account for Parks and Recreation. This sum shall be 
payable prior to the stamping of the deed. 
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RESPONSIBILITY FOR DAMAGE TO EXISTING ROADS 

The Township may hold the Owner or lot purchaser liable for any 

damages to an existing road that occurs as a result of 

construction pursuant to this agreement. For purposes of this 

section, the road shall consist of the surface, any base, any 

curb, any utility, any sign and any other works in the 

boulevards. 



10. BOULEVARDS 

Upon completion of all work on the lot and in the road 
allowances, to a degree as required by the Township, the affected 
boulevard areas shall be regraded, topsoiied and sodded. Seeding 
will be permissible in lieu of sodding if set out in the Special 
Provisions. Erosion control and existing aesthetics will be 

considerations in requiring sod rather than seed. The Special 
Provisions and Schedule C may provide details of the work 
required by the lot purchaser in the boulevards. 



11 WATER SUPPLY 

a) Construction of Service in Roadways 

The Owner shall construct a 19mm water service connection 
from the existing watermain to the street line as set out in 
Schedule C hereto. 

b) Inspection of Work Beyond the Road 

Prior to backfilling any house connection to a water line, 
the Owner shall ensure, or shall ensure the Lot Purchaser is 
aware that he is to ensure, the connection is inspected and 
that a reference to fixed points has been made. 

c) Ownership 

The Owner agrees that upon construction the ownership of any 
water works within the road allowance shall be that of the 
County of Oxford. 



12. SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

12.1 If Disposal is by Individual Septic System 

a) General 

Individual or private water supply will be the responsibility 

of the Owner or the Lot Purchaser. 

The septic system shall be constructed in accordance with 

Oxford County Board of Health and MOEE guidelines & policies. 

The Owner agrees to provide details and preliminary approval 

of any proposed septic system to the Township Engineer during 

the preparation of the plans. 

b) Specifics 

Details of the proposed system ' s location and construction 
shall be in accordance with the Special Provisions and 
Schedule C and are to be shown on the approved plans. 
No building permits will be issued unless the applicant has 
the required Certificate of Approval from the Health Unit. 
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c) Notification q£ Loj Purchaser of Obligations pi Future 

Municipal Systems 

The Owner agrees to advise the (each) lot purchaser that if 
at any time a municipal sewage system should be constructed 
in Bright, that all lots shall be required to disconnect from 
the private septic system required pursuant to this agreement 
and to connect to such new municipal system and to pay all 
costs levied for such municipal system pursuant to an 
approved municipal bylaw. 



13. CONSTRUCTION ON THE LOT 

13.1 Work to be in Accordance with Approved Plans 

All work on any new building lot created must be in accordance 
with the approved plans as defined in Section 1.2. 

13.2 Lot Purchaser's Obligation to Prepare Site Plan 

The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser of 
its obligation to prepare a site plan showing how the approved 
plans will be implemented on each lot. The site plan shall 
provide that driveways, wells and private septic systems (if any) 
shall generally be in the same locations as shown on the overall 
grading plan. The site plan shall show top of foundation wall 
elevations. The site plan shall be prepared by someone 

customarily involved and experienced in such work. The Township 
Engineer may be retained to prepare the Site Plan or shall 
approve it if prepared by anyone else. The lot purchaser is 
responsible for implementing the site plan once approved, 

13.3 A pproval of Site Plan Prior to Issuance of Building Permits 

The site plan required by Section 13.2 hereabove shall be 
prepared or approved by the Township Engineer prior to the 
issuance of a building permit. 

13.4 Deposits. Certificates of Lot Grading 

These matters shall be attended to in accordance with Section 17 
hereto. 

13.5 Timing 

Acceptable lot grading must be in place on the lot within one 
year of occupancy of the dwelling on the lot. 

13.6 Changes 

All work on each lot is to be in accordance with the approved 

plan and in accordance with the site plans to be prepared for 

each property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing. 

13.7 Ultimate Responsibility 

All security monies provided by the Owner or any lot purchaser 
pursuant to Sections 1 . 1 and 17. 1 will only be released when 
satisfactory lot grading and construction on, and boulevard work 
for, exists re each new building lot. The Owner shall notify 
each lot purchaser that the Township will have the right to enter 
onto the lot and to complete satisfactory lot grading if 
necessary. When satisfactory lot grading, construction and 

boulevard work including driveways exists on or by each new 
building lot, these securities will be released to the current 
owners of the building lots. 
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14. TOWNSHIP'S LEGAL AND ENGINEERING SERVICES 

14.1 Review of Plans. Assistance in Finalizing the Consent Agreement 

The Township Solicitor and Engineer may be directed by the 
Township to assist in the preparation and/or approval of plans 
and specifications, to participate in any reviews, meetings, 
negotiations and/or servicings to finalize this Consent Agreement 
and to participate in, review and/or approve any construction. 

14.2 Inspection of Construction by Township Engineer 

Where directed by the Township, the Township Engineer shall 
inspect the installation and construction of the works (public 
services and work on the lot) from time to time. If the Township 
Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or construction 
is being done in accordance with the approved plans or in 
accordance with good engineering practice, he shall advise the 
Owner and/or the affected lot purchaser, plus the Township. The 
Township may deem that the work, if being done by others, is not 
proceeding in a proper manner and may stop the work and require 
that another Contractor be placed on the job to complete such and 
the costs involved shall be paid by the Owner and/or lot 
purchaser forthwith upon demand by the Township. 

14.3 Township Legal and Engineer's Costs 

The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township for all 
reasonable engineering and legal costs incurred by the said 
Township for the preparation and supervision and enforcement of 
this agreement and any plans or specifications required by it, if 
in excess of any deposit, such payment to be made within 30 days 
of the delivery of demand from the Township to the Owner, The 
cost payable by the Owner hereunder shall not include any costs 
payable by any lot purchaser under Section 17 hereof. All 

outstanding accounts of the Township, at the time, shall be paid 
prior to the stamping of the deed and prior to the execution of 
the agreement. 

14.4 Township Engineer's Involvement with Lot Grading and Driveway 
Review on Behalf of the Lot Purchaser 

These services of the Township Engineer will be separate from the 
above and are covered in Section 17 hereto. 



15. MATTERS TO BE ATTENDED TO PRIOR TO STAMPING OF THE DEED 
Prior to the Township's stamping of the deed(s) for any new 
building lots created, the Owner shall: 

1 . Have completed the approved plans as required by Section 1 .2. 

2. Have paid the sum for street lighting as required by Section 
6. 

3. Have paid the sum for sidewalks as required by Section 7. 

4. Have paid the sum for parkland fees as required by Section 8. 

5. Have paid all outstanding accounts of the Township, including 
those required by Section 14.3. 

6. Have made arrangements satisfactory to the Township to have 
this agreement registered against each new building lot as 
required by Section 19. 

7. Have executed this agreement with the Township. 

16. BUILDING PERMITS 

16.1 Building Permit Format 

Prior to applying for a building permit, the site plan as 
required by Section 13.2 must be approved. A building permit 
format shall be used whereby the Owner shall not receive 
permission to frame until the foundation has been certified. The 
Owner shall have the completed foundation reviewed and certified 
by an Ontario Land Surveyor or a Professional Engineer and shall 
show such certification to the Township. 
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16-2 Services on the Road to be in Place 

The Owner acknowledges that a building permit will be issued 
prior to the completion of the installation of the required water 
service within the George Street road allowance, and without any 
deposits or securities being required. The Owner further 

acknowledges that neither the County nor the Township is 
responsible for the installation of said service, and that a 
Certificate of Occupancy will not be issued for the new building 
until the property is serviced by the required water service. 

16.3 Development Charg es 

All development charges as applicable at the time must be paid 
prior to the issuance of a building permit. 

16.4 Other Matters to be Attended to Prior to Issuance of a Building 
Permit 

a) Obtain certificate of approval from Health Unit for any 
private septic systems. 

b) Provide security deposit for lot grading and driveway 
construction. 

c) All fees, deposits, etc. required for Township's existing and 
future costs must be attended to. 

d) Obtain the entrance permit from the applicable authority. 



17. SECURITY DEPOSITS FOR LOT GRADING AND DRIVEWAYS 

17.1 Amount of Security 

To ensure that the Owner, lot purchaser or his successor 
constructs acceptable lot grading, boulevard and driveway work, 
the Township will require a security of $2,500, cash or certified 
cheque, prior to issuance of a building permit. This deposit 
shall be returned, as also specified below, to the lot owner at 
the time, without interest and less the costs of the Township 
Engineer's involvement with site plans, site reviews and any 
foundation certification works, and upon the Township Engineer's 
certification of lot grading and driveway construction and shall 
only be returned if any damages to existing services such as the 
Roads are attended to and if all other matters required by this 
agreement are attended to. 

17.2 Owner of Security 

The security deposit shall be deemed to be that of the current 

owner of the lot regardless of who filed the deposit. Any work 

required will be deemed to be the responsibility of the current 
lot owner. 

17.3 Security to be Drawn on if Default 

If there is any default in attending to repair of damages, to 

construction of driveways, to finishing of boulevards or to work 

on the lot, the Township, to the extent necessary, may use any 
part of or all of the deposit to attend to such. 

17.4 Township Engineer's Costs 

Based on a one time review of the site plan, a one time review of 
the foundation certificate and a one time review of lot grading 
and driveway work, the estimated cost of the Township Engineer 
will be $250.00. If the Township Engineer prepares the site plan 
and does the survey work for the foundation elevation checking, 
an additional estimated cost of $250 per lot will be involved. 
Multiple trips or revisions to plans may increase these fees. 
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17.5 Release of Security 

The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall be as 
follows: Firstly, $1,500 is to be released upon completion of 
acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway construction 
exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to any damages to 
that point being repaired and less the Engineer's initial costs. 
Secondly the balance, $ 1 ,000, is to be released upon completion 
of the driveway and boulevard work adjacent to the driveway and 
subject to repairs being made and less the final Engineering 
costs. Completion certificates will be issued at each release of 
funds. 

17.6 Completion of Lot Grading 

All lot grading and boulevard work is to be attended to within 

one (1) year of occupancy of the lot. If the work is not 

attended to by this time the Township may itself enter upon the 

lot and complete the lot grading at the expense of the security 
deposit. 

17.7 Definition 

For the purposes of this agreement, lot grading shall be deemed 
to be acceptable when the grading (including topsoil) has been 
completed to the elevations shown on the approved site plan, sod 
has been placed or there is an established growth from seeding. 



18. DEFAULT 

In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have 
against the Owner or Lot Purchaser, who for purposes of this 
section are both referred to as the "Owner", for breach of this 
Agreement, the Township, at its option and after first notifying 
the Owner, may: 

a) Enter onto the lands and complete any work in respect of 
which there has been default and collect the cost of doing so 
from the Owner; 

b) Make any payment which ought to have been made by the Owner 
and collect the amount thereof from the Owner; 

c) Do any other thing required of the Owner by this agreement 
and collect the cost of so doing from the Owner; 

d) Apply any deposit in the Township's possession; 

e) Refuse to issue any further building permits; 

f) In the event of default by the Owner and the Township being 
required to perform any of the services herein mentioned in 
addition to any other remedy, the Township shall have the 
right to recover the cost of performing such services or 
collection of charges due in like manner as municipal taxes 
under the authority of Section 326 of the Municipal Act, RSO 
1990, as amended. 



19. REGISTRATION OF THIS AGREEMENT 

19. 1 The Owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this 
agreement in the appropriate Registry or Land Titles Office. 

19.2 It is understood and agreed that after this Agreement has been 
registered or deposited on title it shall not be released by the 
Township until all terms and conditions of the agreement have 
been complied with to the Township's satisfaction. At such time, 
the Township, upon request, shall issue a Certificate of 
Compliance certifying compliance with this Agreement to the time 
of the Certificate. 
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20. EASEMENTS. BLOCKS 

20.1 Easements 

The Owner acknowledges that there exists an easement along the 
west property line and shall abide by the terms and conditions. 



■21. SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

21.1 Work to be done on Public Roads 

The Owner shall be responsible for installing a water service 
from the existing 100mm watermain on the north side of George 
Street to the south limit of the George Street road allowance in 
accordance with Schedule C. The work shall be inspected and 
approved by the Township Engineer, 

21.2 Boulevard Work Required 

The existing elevations of the boulevard shall be maintained 
except at the driveway. All disturbed areas shall be 

re-topsoiled and seeded to the Township Engineer's satisfaction. 

21.3 Sewage 

The severed lot shall be serviced with a private septic system. 

All work is to conform to the County of Oxford Health Unit 

Specifications. The Owner shall apply and pay for the required 
permit. 



22. MISCELLANEOUS 

22.1 A greement to Enure 

The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings herein 
contained on the part of the Owner shall run with the land and 
shall be binding upon it and upon its heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns as owners and occupiers of 
the said lands from time to time and shall be appurtenant to the 
adjoining roadways in the ownership of the Township or County. 
Notwithstanding the generality of the above, each lot purchaser 
shall assume the applicable obligations of the Owner as they 
relate to work on the applicable lot and with respect to 
finishing of driveways and boulevards. 

22.2 Variations 

All work is to be in accordance with the approved plans and in 
accordance with the site plans to be prepared for each property 
subject only to such changes as are approved by the Township in 
writing. Further, the Township reserves the right to waive or 
rescind any term or condition contained in this agreement 
provided that such condition is waived or rescinded by resolution 
of Council. 



23. ESTOPPEL 

The Owner agrees to not call into question directly or indirectly 
in any proceedings whatsoever in law or in equity or before any 
administrative tribunal, the right of the Township to enter into 
this agreement and to enforce each and every term, covenant and 
condition herein contained and this agreement may be pleaded as 
an estoppel against the Owner in any such proceedings.

EXPLANATORY NOTE 



The purpose of By-Law Number 1072-95 is to rezone property located on the north 
side of the Road Allowance between Concessions 2 and 3, east of County Road No. 4, 
being Part Lot 9, Concession 3 (Blandford), in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim from 
General Agricultural (A2) to Special Rural Residential (RR-1 1 ) to permit the residential use 
of the retained lot. The By-law also provides a minimum lot frontage and lot area for the 
RR-1 1 Zone. The zone change will implement a condition of consent for application #B-

AND WHEREAS the Township may enter into one or more agreements with 
an Owner as a condition to the granting of a severance in accordance 
with Section 53 of the Planning Act, 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of 
other good and valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars 
($2.00) of lawful money of Canada, now paid by each of the parties 
hereto to each of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof is 
acknowledged), the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise and 
agree with each other as follows: 

I. GENERAL 

1.1 De posit 

The Owner shall deposit the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) 
in the form of cash or certified cheque with the Township as soon 
as he wishes negotiations to attend to this agreement, the 
services and lot construction to commence. This deposit shall be 
used as a security for expenses of the Township. The Owner shall 
provide additional sums as necessary with the Township as the 
work continues and as accounts are paid, and if this security is 
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drawn on, to ensure that a minimum deposit of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000) is always on hand with the Township until this 
agreement is released. This deposit when released shall be 

payable to the owners of the new building lot created. The 
deposit may be reduced prior to being released in accordance with 
other sections of this agreement. 

1.2 All work to conform to approved plans 

The Owner agrees to undertake all development and construction of 
all structures and services in accordance with the approved plans 
required by, and in accordance with the sections of, this 
agreement. All approved plans are to be initialled by the 

Township Engineer. 

1.3 Owner to notify lot purchaser of his obligations 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligations 
of construction re the new building lot in accordance with the 
approved plans. The Owner agrees to provide free of charge to 
any lot purchaser a copy of this agreement as registered, a copy 
of the approved plans, a notice that this agreement is registered 
against the lot acquired, and a written notice that the lot 
purchaser is required to comply with all applicable sections of 
this agreement. 

1.4 Owner to employ Engineer for design 

The Owner shall employ a competent engineer registered by the 

Professional Engineers of Ontario to design the grading and 

drainage on the lot, the driveway work and the boulevard work 
required. 

The Owner may retain the Township Engineer to undertake the above 

or he may retain another qualified Professional Engineer in which 

case the Township Engineer shall review all plans, 
specifications, work, etc. of this Engineer. 

1.5 Other Work 

If at any time during the construction for the new building lot 
it should become evident that other work is necessary to provide 
adequately any of the required services, the Owner shall 
construct, install or perform such additional works at the 
request of the Township. 

1.6 Liability 

Until the Council of the Township shall have accepted all the 
work with respect to the new building lot, as evidenced by the 
Engineer's Certificate of Lot Grading of Section 17, the Owner 
and/or the Lot Purchaser of the new lot agrees to indemnify and 
save harmless the Township against all actions, causes of action, 
suits, claims, and demands whatsoever which may arise either 
directly or indirectly by reason of the Owner or Lot Purchaser 
undertaking this development, or from any part or omission by the 
Owner or Lot Purchaser, his agents, servants or contractors in 
the performance of any matter or thing in this Agreement. 

1.7 Intent 

Each of the parties agrees to do all acts, within its power, 
necessary or proper to be done by it to carry out the intention 
of this Agreement which is to secure a development of good 
quality and free from drainage and other functional problems. 



2. DRAINAGE ACT MATTERS 

2.1 The Owner agrees to pay the costs required by the Township 
pursuant to the Plattsville Drainage Works 1991 report and 
pursuant to Sections 65 and 66 of the Drainage Act. In this 
regard, the Owner agrees to pay $253.62 for the newly created lot 
and further agrees to sign a revised assessment schedule as 
provided by the Township to recognize the additional lot in the 
maintenance schedule. 
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2.2 Advising Lot Purchaser of Obligations Relating to lbs Drainage 

Act 

The Owner and lot purchaser acknowledge that if drainage problems 
should result a future drain may be required and that assessments 
of cost may be made to them if the drain proceeds. 

2.3 The Owner is advised, for his benefit, to construct a storm PDC 
at the time of construction of the water and sanitary services. 
This PDC should be 100mm dia PVC SDR 28 with construction equal 
to the other services. Any connection to this service should be 
pumped rather than by gravity. 



3. OTHER DRAINAGE MATTERS 

3.1 Storm Water Management Required on the Building Lot 

A storm water management facility is required on the new building 
lot and it is the lot purchaser's responsibility to construct 
such in accordance with the approved plans, 

3.2 Qradtng of Lot (To Provide Proper Drainage) 

The Owner agrees to grade the new building lot as shown on the 
approved plans, and/or to notify the lot purchaser of his/her 
obligations in implementing, or permitting by others in case of 
default, the grading on the (ot as per the approved plans. 



4. DRIVEWAYS 

4.1 General 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation to 
construct a driveway from the travelled portion of the 
Road to the front line of the lot.

4.3 Specifications 

The driveway shall be constructed in accordance with the 
requirements of Schedule C. 

5. HYDRO. TELEPHONE. GAS. TV CABLE SERVICES 

5.1 General 

The Township will arrange for the main lines of these services 
within the road allowances if such do not exist but if such are 
in the community and are possible to be extended. Connections 
from the main lines of the services into the lot will be the 
responsibility of the lot purchaser. 

5.2 Connection Char ges 

If any connection charges are required by the applicable 
Commission or Authority such sums are to be included in the 
payment for construction work made by the Owner to the Township. 

6.0 STREET LIGHTING 

6.1 Paving into R eserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $100.00 for the new building 
lot to the Township which sum shall be deposited in the 
Township's Reserve Account for Street Lighting. This sum shall 
be payable prior to the stamping of the deed. 
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6.2 Level of Service 

The Township agrees to ensure that street lighting exists in the 
area of the lot comparable in appearance, spacing, location and 
intensity to existing lighting in the area except as provided 
differently by the Special Provisions. 



7.0 SIDEWALKS 

7.1 Paying into Sidewalk Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $500 for the new building lot 

to the Township, which sum is to be deposited into the Township's

Maintenance. This sum shall be payable prior to the deed being 
stamped. 



8. PARKLAND FEES 

8.1 Paying into Township's Reserve Account

parklands which sum is to be placed into the Township's Reserve 

Account for Parks and Recreation. This sum shall be payable 
prior to the stamping of the deed. 



RESPONSIBILITY FOR DAMAGE TO EXISTING ROADS 

The Township may hold the Owner or lot purchaser liable for any 

damages to an existing road that occurs as a result of 

construction pursuant to this agreement. For purposes of this 

section, the road shall consist of the surface, any base, any 

curb, any utility, any sign and any other works in the 

boulevards. 



10. BOULEVARDS 

Upon completion of all work on the lot and in the road 
allowances, to a degree as required by the Township, the affected 
boulevard areas shall be regraded, topsoiled and sodded. Seeding 
will be permissible in lieu of sodding if set out in the Special 
Provisions. Erosion control and existing aesthetics will be 

considerations in requiring sod rather than seed. The Special 
Provisions and Schedule C may provide details of the work 
required by the lot purchaser in the boulevards.

The Owner agrees that upon construction the ownership of any 
water works within the road allowance shall be that of the 
Ontario Clean Water Agency. 
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12, SEWAGE DISPOSAL 



a) Construction of Service in Roadways 

The Owner shall construct a 135mm sanitary service connection 
from the existing sewer to the street line as set out in 
Schedule C hereto. Full restoration of the road and 

boulevard is required as set out herein. 

b) Inspection of Work Beyond the Road 

Prior to backfilling any house connection to a Sewer line, 
the Owner shall ensure, or shall ensure the Lot Purchaser is 
aware that he is to ensure, the connection at property line 
is inspected and that a reference to fixed points has been 
made. 

c) Ownership 

The Owner agrees that upon construction the ownership of any 
sewage works within the road allowance shall be that of the 
Ontario Clean Water Agency. 



13. CONSTRUCTION ON THE LOT 

13.1 Work to be in Accordance with Approved Plans 

All work on the new building lot created must be in accordance 
with the approved plans as defined in Section 1.2. 

13.2 Lot Purchaser's Obligation to Prepare Site Plan 

The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise the lot purchaser of its 
obligation to prepare a site plan showing how the approved plan 
will be implemented on the lot. The site plan shall provide that 
the driveway and buildings shall generally be in the same 
locations as shown on the overall grading plan. The site plan 
shall show top of foundation wall elevations. The site plan 
shall be prepared by someone customarily involved and experienced 
in such work.

All work on the lot is to be in accordance with the approved plan

The Owner shall notify the 
lot purchaser that the Township will have the right to enter onto 
the lot and to complete satisfactory lot grading if necessary.

14. TOWNSHIP'S LEGAL AND ENGINEERING SERVICES 

14.1 Review of Plan?, Assistance in Finalizing the Consent Agreement 

The Township Solicitor and Engineer may be directed by the 
Township to assist in the preparation and/or approval of plans 
and specifications, to participate in any reviews, meetings, 
negotiations and/or servicings to finalize this Consent Agreement 
and to participate in, review and/or approve any construction. 

14.2 Inspection of Construction by Tpwnship Engineer 

Where directed by the Township, the Township Engineer shall 
inspect the installation and construction of the works (public 
services and work on the lot) from time to time.

in excess of any deposit, such payment to be made within 30 days 
of the delivery of demand from the Township to the Owner. The 
cost payable by the Owner hereunder shall not include any costs 
payable by any lot purchaser under Section 17 hereof.

outstanding accounts of the Township, at the time, shall be paid 
prior to the stamping of the deed and prior to the execution of 
the agreement. 

14.4 Township Engineer's Involvement with Lot Grading and Driveway 
Review on Behalf of the Lot Purchaser 

These services of the Township Engineer will be separate from the 
above and are covered in Section 17 hereto. 



15. MATTERS TO BE ATTENDED TO PRIOR TO STAMPING OF THE DEED 
Prior to the Township's stamping of the deed for the new building 
lot created, the Owner shall: 

1. Have completed the approved plans as required by Section 1.2. 

2. Have paid the drainage assessment charge in accordance with 
Section 2. 

3. Have paid the sum for street lighting as required by Section 
6. 

4. Have paid the sum for sidewalks as required by Section 7. 

5. Have paid the sum for parkland fees as required by Section 8. 

6. Have paid all outstanding accounts of the Township, including 
those required by Section 14.3, 

7. Have made arrangements satisfactory to the Township to have 
this agreement registered against the new building lot as 
required by Section 19, 

8. Have executed this agreement with the Township. 
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16. BUILDING PERMITS 

16.1 Building Permit Format 

Prior to applying for a building permit, the site plan as 
required by Section 13.2 must be approved. A building permit 
format shall be used whereby the Owner shall not receive 
permission to frame until the foundation has been certified. The 
Owner shall have the completed foundation reviewed and certified 
by an Ontario Land Surveyor or a Professional Engineer and shall 
show such certification to the Township. 

16.2 Services on the Road to be in Place 

The Owner acknowledges that a building permit will be issued 
prior to the completion of the installation of the required water 
and sanitary services within the Piatt Street road allowance, and 
without any deposits or securities being required. The Owner

a) Provide security deposit for lot grading and driveway 
construction. 

b) All fees, deposits, etc. required for Township's existing and 
future costs must be attended to. 

c) Obtain the entrance permit from the applicable authority. 



17. SECURITY DEPOSITS FOR LOT GRADING AND DRIVEWAYS 

17.1 Amount of Security 

To ensure that the Owner, lot purchaser or his successor 
constructs acceptable lot grading, boulevard and driveway work, 
the Township will require a security of $2,500, cash or certified 
cheque, prior to issuance of a building permit. This deposit 
shall be returned, as also specified below, to the lot owner at 
the time, without interest and less the costs of the Township 
Engineer's involvement with site plans, site reviews and any 
foundation certification works, and upon the Township Engineer's 
certification of lot grading and driveway construction and shall 
only be returned if any damages to existing services such as the 
Roads are attended to and if all other matters required by this 
agreement are attended to. 

17.2 Owner of Security 

The security deposit shall be deemed to be that of the current 

owner of the lot regardless of who filed the deposit. Any work 

required will be deemed to be the responsibility of the current 
lot owner. 

17.3 Security to be Drawn on if Default 

If there is any default in attending to repair of damages, to 
construction of driveways, to finishing of boulevards or roads or 
to work on the lot, the Township, to the extent necessary, may 
use any part of or all of the deposit to attend to such. 

17.4 Township Engineer's Costs 

Based on a one time review of the site plan, a one time review of 
the foundation certificate and a one time review of lot grading

and driveway work, the estimated cost of the Township Engineer 
will be $250.00. If the Township Engineer does the survey work 
for the foundation elevation checking, an additional estimated 
cost of $150 will be involved.

17.5 Release of Security 

The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall be as 
follows: Firstly, $ 1 ,500 is to be released upon completion of 
acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway construction 
exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to any damages to 
that point being repaired and less the Engineer's initial costs.

a) Enter onto the lands and complete any work in respect of 
which there has been default and collect the cost of doing so 
from the Owner;

an estoppel against the Owner in any such proceedings.

CONSENT AGREEMENT 

HALLMAN SEVERANCE 

LOT 13, CONCESSION 6 

TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 

(Formerly Township of Blenheim) 



THIS AGREEMENT made on the 14th day of November, 1995 
BETWEEN: 



KEITH AND PENNY HALLMAN 

Hereinafter called the "Owner" 
OF THE FIRST PART 



AND: 



THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 

Hereinafter called the "Township" 
OF THE SECOND PART. 



WHEREAS the Owner represents that he is the registered owner of 
those lands and premises in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
described in Schedule "A" attached hereto and hereafter called the 
Said Lands; 

AND WHEREAS the Owner has applied to the County of Oxford Land 
Division Committee for the approval of a consent to sever with 
respect to the said lands that will create one new building lot 
along Oxford Street West, hereinafter called the new building lot; 

AND WHEREAS the County of Oxford Land Division Committee 
(Application Number B-96/95) has granted the severance subject to 
conditions being fulfilled to the Township's satisfaction as per 
their decision dated October 5, 1995, a copy of which is attached 
hereto as Schedule B; 

AND WHEREAS the Township may enter into one or more agreements 
with an Owner as a condition to the granting of a severance in 
accordance with Section 53 of the Planning Act. 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of 
other good and valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars 
($2.00) of lawful money of Canada, now paid by each of the parties 
hereto to each of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof 
is acknowledged), the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise 
and agree with each other as follows: 



1. GENERAL 

1.1 Deposit 

The Owner shall deposit the sum of One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000) in the form of cash or certified cheque with the 
Township as soon as he wishes negotiations to attend to this 
agreement, the services and lot construction to commence. 
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This deposit shall be used as a security for expenses of the 
Township. The Owner shall provide additional sums as 

necessary with the Township as the work continues and as 
accounts are paid, and if this security is drawn on, to ensure 
that a minimum deposit of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) per 
new building lot is always on hand with the Township until 
this agreement is released. This deposit when released shall 
be payable to the owner of the new building lot created. The 
deposit may be reduced prior to being released in accordance 
with other sections of this agreement. 

1.2 All work to conform to approved plans 

The Owner agrees to undertake all development and construction 
of all structures and services in accordance with the approved 
plans required by, and in accordance with the sections of, 
this agreement. All approved plans are to be initialled by 
the Township Engineer. 

1.3 Owner to notify lot purchaser of his obligatipns 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his 
obligations of construction re the new building lot in 
accordance with the approved plans. The Owner agrees to 
provide free of charge to the lot purchaser a copy of this 
agreement as registered, a copy of the approved plans, a 
notice that this agreement is registered against the lot 
acquired, and a written notice that the lot purchaser is 
required to comply with all applicable sections of this 
agreement. 

1.4 Owner to employ Engineer for design 

The Owner shall employ a competent engineer registered by the 
Professional Engineers of Ontario to design the grading and 
drainage on the lot, the driveway work and the boulevard work 
required. 

The Owner may retain the Township Engineer to undertake the 
above or he may retain another qualified Professional Engineer 
in which case the Township Engineer shall review all plans, 
specifications, work, etc. of this Engineer. 

1.5 Other Work 

If at any time during the construction for the new building 
lot it should become evident that other work is necessary to 
provide adequately any of the required services, the Owner 
shall construct, install or perform such additional works at 
the request of the Township. 

1.6 Liability 

Until the Council of the Township shall have accepted all the 
work with respect to the new building lot, as evidenced by the 
Engineer's Certificate of Lot Grading of Section 17, the Owner 
and/or the Lot Purchaser of the new lot agrees to indemnify 
and save harmless the Township against all actions, causes of 
action, suits, claims, and demands whatsoever which may arise 
either directly or indirectly by reason of the Owner or Lot 
Purchaser undertaking this development, or from any part or 
omission by the Owner or Lot Purchaser, his agents, servants 
or contractors in the performance of any matter or thing in 
this Agreement. 

1.7 Intent 

Each of the parties agrees to do all acts, within its power, 

necessary or proper to be done by it to carry out the 

intention of this Agreement which is to secure a development 

of good quality and free from drainage and other functional 
problems. 
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2. DRAINAGE ACT MATTERS 

2.1 Drumbo Drainage Works 1993 

a) The Owner shall pay the assessments as indicated in the 
schedule of assessment for construction of the Drainage 
Report passed under Bylaw 980-93. The actual costs are 
to be debentured over a five (5) year period and 
repayments to the Township shall apply to the property 
containing the existing house at 88 Oxford St. W. , 
Drumbo. 

b) In addition, and in accordance with Page 34 of the 
Drainage Report, and since a connection to the drain from 
the lot to be serviced herein was provided, the Owner 
shall be assessed a further lump sum special benefit 
assessment of $500. This amount shall be applied against 
the costs of construction of the service as being borne 
by the County of Oxford and/or Township. 

c) Also and pursuant to page 35 of the Drainage Report, the 
owner shall pay the lump sum of $2,000 prior to issuance 
of the building permit. As per Section 66(3) of the Act, 
this sum is to be placed in a special fund to be used by 
the Township for future maintenance of the drain. 

d) With respect to future maintenance provisions, the Owner 
is to be assessed an equal portion for maintenance 
similar to adjacent lots as outlined on Page 35 of the 
Drainage Report. 

2.2 Advising Lot Purchasers of Obligations Relating to the 
Drainage Act 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of its 
obligations with respect to any existing or future Engineer's 
Reports pursuant to the Drainage Act. 



3. OTHER DRAINAGE MATTERS 

3.1 Grading of Lot (Tp Provide Proper Drainage) 

The Owner agrees to grade the new building lot as shown on the 
approved plans, and/or to notify the lot purchaser of his/her 
obligations in implementing, or permitting by others in case 
of default, the grading on the lot as per the approved plans. 

3.2 Environmental Protection on the Building Lots 

Features, if required by Schedule C, shall be constructed to 
control siltation/sedimentation. 

3.3 Private Drain Connection 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation 
to construct any private drain connection, back water valve, 
and/or sump pump as outlined in Schedule "C" hereto. 

4. DRIVEWAYS 

4.1 General 

The Owner agrees to construct a driveway from the travelled 
portion of the road to the front line (includes area south of 
sidewalk) of the adjacent lot to the west to replace the 
existing driveway which has become the access to the severed 
lot. The driveway shall be finished using a hard surfacing 
material, either asphalt, concrete or paving stones. 
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The Owner further agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his 
obligation to complete the existing driveway from the travelled 
portion of the road to the front line of the lot (south limit of 3m 
widening). The driveway shall initially consist of granular and 
shall ultimately be finished using a hard surfacing material, 
either asphalt, concrete or paving stones. 

The Owner acknowledges that the County of Oxford has provided a 
paved driveway entrance to the property as part of the road 
reconstruction from the road to the sidewalk and agrees to 
repair/replace any portion of said driveway ramp damaged during 
house construction, to the satisfaction of the engineer. 

4.2 Timing 

The Owner agrees to provide the access to the existing lot prior to 
applying for a building permit for the newly created lot. 

4.3 Permits 

The Owner shall be advised that it is his responsibility to obtain 
any required permit for driveway construction from the affected 
road authority and pay the required fee. 

4.4 Specifications 

The driveway shall be constructed in accordance with the 
requirements of Schedule C. 

5. HYDRO. TELEPHONE. GAS. TV CABLE SERVICES 

5.1 General 

The Township will arrange for the main lines of these services 
within the road allowances if such do not exist but if such are in 
the community and are possible to be extended. Connections from 
the main lines of the services into the lot will be the 
responsibility of the lot purchaser. 

5.2 Connection Charges 

If any connection charges are required by the applicable Commission 
or Authority such sums are to be paid for by the Owner to the 
Commission or Authority as required. 

6.0 STREET LIGHTING 

6.1 Paying into Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $100 to the Township which sum 

shall be deposited in the Township's Reserve Account for Street 

Lighting. This sum shall be payable prior to the stamping of the 
deed. 

6.2 Level of Service 

The Township agrees to ensure that street lighting exists in the 

area of the lot comparable in appearance, spacing, location and 

intensity to existing lighting in the area except as provided 
differently by the Special Provisions. 

7.0 SIDEWALKS 

7.1 Paying into Sidewalk Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $500 to the Township, which sum 
is to be deposited into the Township's Reserve Account for Sidewalk 
Extensions, Improvements and Maintenance. This sum shall be 

payable prior to the stamping of the deed. 

8. PARKLAND FEES 

8.1 Paying into Township's Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay a sum of Seven Hundred Dollars ($700) as a 
deposit for cash in lieu of parklands which sum is to be placed 
into the Township's Reserve Account for Parks and Recreation. This 
sum shall be payable prior to the stamping of the deed.

9. RESPONSIBILITY FOR DAMAGE TO EXISTING ROADS 

The Township may hold the Owner or lot purchaser liable for any 

damages to an existing road that occurs as a result of 

construction pursuant to this agreement. For purposes of this 

section, the road shall consist of the surface, any base, any 
curb, any sidewalk, any utility, any sign and any other works in 
the boulevards. 



10. BOULEVARDS 

Upon completion of all work on the lot and in the road allowances, 
to a degree as required by the Township, the affected boulevard 
areas (to the north limit of the 3m widening) shall be regraded, 
topsoiled and sodded. Seeding will be permissible in lieu of 
sodding if set out in the Special Provisions. Erosion control and 
existing aesthetics will be considerations in requiring sod rather 
than seed. The Special Provisions and Schedule C may provide 
details of the work required by the lot purchaser in the 
boulevards. 

The Owner acknowledges that the County of Oxford has provided a 
sodded boulevard from the sidewalk to the curb as part of the road 
reconstruction and agrees to resod any area damaged during house 
construction to the satisfaction of the engineer. 

11. WATER SUPPLY 

a) Connection Charg es 

The Owner shall pay the connection charge required by the 
County and/or Township to join to the municipal system at the 
street line at the time that the value of the connection 
charges are known. 

b) Inspection of Work Beyond the Road 

Prior to backfilling any house connection to a water line, the 
Owner shall ensure, or shall ensure the lot purchaser is aware 
that he is to ensure, the connection is inspected and that a 
reference to fixed points has been made. 



12. SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

a) Connection Charges 

The Owner shall pay the connection charge required by the 

County and/or Township to join to the municipal system at the 

street line at the time that the value of the connection 
charges are known. 

b) Inspection of Work Beyond the Road 

Prior to backfilling any house connection to a sewage line, 

the Owner shall ensure, or shall ensure the lot purchaser is 

aware that he is to ensure, the connection is inspected and 
that a reference to fixed points has been made. 

13. CONSTRUCTION ON THE LOT 

13.1 Work to he in Accordance with Approved Plans 

All work on the new building lot created must be in accordance 
with the approved plans as defined in Section 1.2. 

13.2 Lot Purchaser's Obligation to Prepare Site Plan 

The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser of its 
obligation to prepare a site plan showing how the approved plans 
will be implemented on each lot. The site plan shall provide that 
the driveway and buildings shall generally be in the same 
locations as shown on the overall grading plan. The site plan 
shall show top of foundation wall elevations. 
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The site plan shall be prepared by someone customarily involved 
and experienced in such work. The Township Engineer may be 
retained to prepare the Site Plan or shall approve it if prepared 
by anyone else. The lot purchaser is responsible for implementing 
the site plan once approved. 

13.3 A pproval of Site Plan Prior to Issuance of Building Permits 

The site plan required by Section 13.2 hereabove shall be prepared 
or approved by the Township Engineer prior to the issuance of a 
building permit. 

13.4 Deposits, Certificates of Lot Grading 

These matters shall be attended to in accordance with Section 17 
hereto. 

13.5 Timing 

Acceptable lot grading must be in place on the lot within one year 
of occupancy of the dwelling on the lot. 

13.6 Chan ges 

All work on the lot is to be in accordance with the approved plan 
and in accordance with the site plan to be prepared for the 
property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing. 

13.7 Ultimate Responsibility 

All security monies provided by the Owner or any lot purchaser 
pursuant to Sections 1.1 and 17.1 will only be released when 
satisfactory lot grading and construction on, and boulevard work 
for, exists re the new building lot The Owner shall notify the 
lot purchaser that the Township will have the right to enter onto 
the lot and to complete satisfactory lot grading if necessary. 
When satisfactory lot grading, construction and boulevard work 
including a driveway exists on or by the new building lot, these 
securities will be released to the current owner of the building 
lot 



14. TOWNSHIP'S LEGAL AND ENGINEERING SERVICES 

14.1 Review of Plans. Assistance in Finalizing the Consent Agreement 

The Township Solicitor and Engineer may be directed by the 
Township to assist in the preparation and/or approval of plans and 
specifications, to participate in any reviews, meetings, 
negotiations and/or servicings to finalize this Consent Agreement 
and to participate in, review and/or approve any construction. 

14.2 Inspection of Constr uction b y Township Engineer 

Where directed by the Township, the Township Engineer shall 
inspect the installation and construction of the works (public 
services and work on the lot) from time to time. If the Township 
Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or construction 
is being done in accordance with the approved plans or in 
accordance with good engineering practice, he shall advise the 
Owner and/or the affected lot purchaser, plus the Township, The 
Township may deem that the work, if being done by others, is not 
proceeding in a proper manner and may stop the work and require 
that another Contractor be placed on the job to complete such and 
the costs involved shall be paid by the Owner and/or lot purchaser 
forthwith upon demand by the Township. 

14.3 Township Le ga) and Engineer's Costs 

The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township for all 
reasonable engineering and legal costs incurred by the said 
Township for the preparation and supervision and enforcement of 
this agreement and any plans or specifications required by it, if 
in excess of any deposit, such payment to be made within 30 days 
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of the delivery of demand from the Township to the Owner. The 
cost payable by the Owner hereunder shall not include any costs 
payable by any lot purchaser under Section 17 hereof. All 

outstanding accounts of the Township, at the time, shall be paid 
prior to the stamping of the deed and prior to the execution of 
the agreement. 

14.4 Township Engineer's Involvement with Lot Grading and Driveway 
Review on Behalf of the Lot Purchaser 

These services of the Township Engineer will be separate from the 
above and are covered in Section 17 hereto. 



15. MATTERS TO BE ATTENDED TO PRIOR TO STAMPING OF THE DEED 
Prior to the Township's stamping of the deed(s) for the new 
building lots created, the Owner shall: 



1. Have completed the approved plans as required by Section 1.2. 

2. Have paid the sum for street lighting as required 
6. 

3. Have paid the sum for sidewalks as required by Section 7. 

4. Have paid the sum for parkland fees as required by Section 8. 

5. Have paid any water connection charges as required 
11. 

6. Have paid any sewer connection charges as required 
12. 

7. Have paid all outstanding accounts of 
those required by Section 14.3. 

8. Have made arrangements satisfactory to the Township 
this agreement registered against the new building 
required by Section 19. 

9. Have executed this agreement with the Township.

16. BUILDING PERMITS 

16.1 Building Permit Format 

Prior to applying for a building permit, the site plan as required 
by Section 13.2 must be approved. A building permit format shall 
be used whereby the Owner shall not receive permission to frame 
until the foundation has been certified. The Owner shall have the 
completed foundation reviewed and certified by an Ontario Land 
Surveyor or a Professional Engineer and shall show such 
certification to the Township. 

16.2 Development Charges 

All development charges as applicable at the time must be paid 
prior to the issuance of a building permit. 

16.3 Other Matters to be Attended to Prior to Issuance of a Building 
Permit 

a) Provide the $2,500 security deposit for lot grading and 
driveway construction, 

b) All fees, deposits, etc. required for Township's existing and 
future costs must be attended to. 

c) Obtain the entrance permit from the applicable authority and 
construct the driveway on the adjacent lot in accordance with 
Section 4. 

d) Pay the sum of $500 as the special benefit assessment for the 
Drumbo Drainage Works 

e) Pay the sum of $2,000 for the connection to the Drumbo 
Drainage Works 



17. SECURITY DEPOSITS FOR LOT GRADING AND DRIVEWAYS 

17.1 Amount of Security 

To ensure that the Owner, lot purchaser or his successor 
constructs acceptable lot grading, boulevard and driveway work, 
the Township will require a security of $2,500, cash or certified 
cheque, prior to issuance of a building permit This deposit shall 
be returned, as also specified below, to the lot owner at the 
time, without interest and less the costs of the Township 
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Engineer's involvement with site plans, site reviews and any 
foundation certification works, and upon the Township Engineer's 
certification of lot grading and driveway construction and shall 
only be returned if any damages to existing services such as the 
Roads are attended to and if all other matters required by this 
agreement are attended to. 

17.2 Qwner of Security 

The security deposit shall be deemed to be that of the current 

owner of the lot regardless of who filed the deposit. Any work 

required will be deemed to be the responsibility of the current 
lot owner. 

17.3 Security to be Drawn on if Default 

If there is any default in attending to repair of damages, to 

construction of driveways, to finishing of boulevards or to work 

on the lot, the Township, to the extent necessary, may use any 
part of or all of the deposit to attend to such. 

17.4 Township Engineer's Costs 

Based on a one time review of the site plan, a one time review of 
the foundation certificate and a one time review of lot grading 
and driveway work, the estimated cost of the Township Engineer 
will be $250.00. If the Township Engineer prepares the site plan 
and does the survey work for the foundation elevation checking, 
an additional estimated cost of $250 per lot will be involved. 
Multiple trips or revisions to plans may increase these fees. 

17.5 Release of Security 

The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall be as 
follows: Firstly, $1,500 is to be released upon completion of 
acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway construction 
exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to any damages to 
that point being repaired and less the Engineer's initial costs. 
Secondly the balance, $ 1 ,000, is to be released upon completion 
of the driveway and boulevard work adjacent to the driveway and 
subject to repairs being made and less the final Engineering 
costs. Completion certificates will be issued at each release of 
funds. 

17.6 Completion of Lot Grading 

All lot grading and boulevard work is to be attended to within 

one (1) year of occupancy of the lot. If the work is not 

attended to by this time the Township may itself enter upon the 

lot and complete the lot grading at the expense of the security 
deposit. 

17.7 Definition 

For the purposes of this agreement, lot grading shall be deemed 
to be acceptable when the grading (including topsoil) has been 
completed to the elevations shown on the approved site plan, sod 
has been placed or there is an established growth from seeding. 



18. DEFAULT 

In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have 
against the Owner or Lot Purchaser, who for purposes of this 
section are both referred to as the "Owner", for breach of this 
Agreement, the Township, at its option and after first notifying 
the Owner, may: 

a) Enter onto the lands and complete any work in respect of 
which there has been default and collect the cost of doing so 
from the Owner; 

b) Make any payment which ought to have been made by the Owner 
and collect the amount thereof from the Owner; 
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c) Do any other thing required of the Owner by this agreement 
and collect the cost of so doing from the Owner; 

d) Apply any deposit in the Township's possession; 

e) Refuse to issue any further building permits; 

f) In the event of default by the Owner and the Township being 
required to perform any of the services herein mentioned in 
addition to any other remedy, the Township shall have the 
right to recover the cost of performing such services or 
collection of charges due in like manner as municipal taxes 
under the authority of Section 326 of the Municipal Act, RSO 
1990, as amended. 



19. REGISTRATION OF THIS AGREEMENT 

19.1 The Owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this 
agreement in the appropriate Registry or Land Titles Office, 

19.2 It is understood and agreed that after this Agreement has been 
registered or deposited on title it shall not be released by the 
Township until all terms and conditions of the agreement have 
been complied with to the Township's satisfaction. At such time, 
the Township, upon request, shall issue a Certificate of 
Compliance certifying compliance with this Agreement to the time 
of the Certificate. 

20. EASEMENTS. BLOCKS 
None are required. 

21. MISCELLANEOUS 

21.1 Agreement to Enure 

The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings herein 
contained on the part of the Owner shall run with the land and 
shall be binding upon it and upon its heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns as owners and occupiers of 
the said lands from time to time and shall be appurtenant to the 
adjoining roadways in the ownership of the Township or County. 
Notwithstanding the generality of the above, each lot purchaser 
shall assume the applicable obligations of the Owner as they 
relate to work on the applicable lot and with respect to 
finishing of driveways and boulevards. 

21.2 Variations 

All work is to be in accordance with the approved plans and in 
accordance with the site plans to be prepared for each property 
subject only to such changes as are approved by the Township in 
writing. Further, the Township reserves the right to waive or 
rescind any term or condition contained in this agreement 
provided that such condition is waived or rescinded by resolution 
of Council. 

22. ESTOPPEL 

The Owner agrees to not call into question directly or indirectly 
in any proceedings whatsoever in law or in equity or before any 
administrative tribunal, the right of the Township to enter into 
this agreement and to enforce each and every term, covenant and 
condition herein contained and this agreement may be pleaded as 
an estoppel against the Owner in any such proceedings.

Conditions 

1. The applicant enter into a standard Severance Agreement with 
the Township of Blandford-Blenheim for the development of the 
severed lot to include stormwater management, lot grading, 
sidewalks, street lighting, and drainage assessment 
re-apportionment to the satisfaction of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim. 

2. A 3.0 metre (10 foot) road widening across the lot to be 
severed be dedicated to the County of Oxford, free of all 
encumbrances and costs, to the satisfaction of the County 
Engineer.
